But A. R. Pardington, vice president and 
general manager of the Motor parkway, 
spoke of the race only as a success. He re- 
gretted, of course, the deaths and accidents, 
but was inclined to attribute them mainly to 
the carelessness of spectators. 

Expressions of sorrow and regret were 
heard on all sides, and many spectators 
were inclined to blame what they styled in- 
adequate policing of the course, but official 
condemnation was lacking. 

The privilege of holding the race is granted 
by the board of supervisors of Nassau county, 
in whose power the right to revoke rests. 
While it was reported that steps would be 
taken to prohibit a repetition of today's ac- 
cidents, no announcement Was made offi- 
cially of the board's attitude. 


Winners in Minor Events. 

The first of the two subsidiary events, the 
Wheatley Hills sweepstates, was won by J. 
F. Galnaw, ériving a Fal car. W. H. Pearce, 
also driving a Fal car, finished second. 

In the Massapequa trophy race, the vic- 
tory went to William Endicott, driving a Cole 
car. Mortimer Roberts, driving an Abbott-

Of the thirty-one cars which started in the 
Vanderbilt, ten were still in the race when 
the officials declared the contest over.

Fleming’s Pope-Hartford, No. 17; Hearne’s 
Bens, No. 7; Mitchell’s Simplex, No. 11; 
Harding s Stoddeard-Dayton, No. 15, and 
Dingiley’s Pope-Hartford, No. 22, running in 
the order named. 

Accidents Are Sensational. 
The accidents that caused two of the four 


deaths recorded were sensational in the 


extreme. The first was when the Columbia 
car, driven by Harold Stone, suddenly burst 
a tire at the approach of the cement bridge 
crossing the Westbury road, and, becoming 
unmanageable, plunged over the parapet. The 


- great machine went over twice in midair 


and landed. on its side, crushing out the life 
of Mathew R. Bacon, Stone’s mechanician, 
who was caught under it.’ Stone himself had 
both legs broken and received internal in- 
juries from which it is doubtful if he will 
recover. 
The killing of Louis Chevrolet’s mechani- 
cian, Charles Miller, came as the climax of 
a mad attempt of Chevrolet to regain a lead 
lost through frequent magneto and tire 
trouble. The daring French driver, wn? 
earlier in the race had reeled off round after 
round at seventy-three and one-half: miles 
an bour, hurdled a bad rut in the back stretcn 
with full power on and, landing on three 
wheels only, found the car zigzagging from 
side to side, unresponsive to its steering gear. 
With a shriek of horror from the hundred 
assembled at the spot the car plunged into 


the race. Ferdinand d’Zubia, an automobile 
man. was the victim. Both his wife’s legs 
were broken in the smashup. 

Almost at the start of the contest the in- 
adequacy of the precautions taken were made 
plain. 

Those in charge of the race made every at- 
tempt to keep the fatalities secret. The mys- 
tery of the disappearance of the Columbia 
driven by Stone. which had not ap- 
peared again at the grand stand after the 
start, was explained in whispers by the offi- 
clals about the judges’ stand, but was kept 
from those in the grand stand, where Stone's 
bride.of a few weeks sat anxiously waiting 
his passing. 

The horror of the Stone tragedy had hardly 
passed when word came that first thé Lancia 
and then the Mercer cars had left the road 


and brought up as scrap iron against tele- [ 


graph poles, injuring all four occupants. 

Then Joe Dawson, going like a cannon ball 
in car No. 25, ran full inté the crowd that 
barred his way at the Westbury turn and 
sped on, leaving an apparently lifeless body 
stretched across the road. This man was 
Henry Haggendom, a clerk employed by a 
local automobile firm. It is believed that his 
injuries will prove fatal. 


“Another Mechanician Hurt, 

Shortly after the accident to the Stone car, 
a Mercer, in the Wheatley hills, collided with 
a telegraph pole, and Mechanician C. H. 
Kittrell was injured. His condition is crit- 
ical. 

Another serious accident happened at 
Westbury, where a sharp and dangerous 
turn was crowded with spectators. 

Thomas Miller of College Point, L. I., 
rushed out on the course when a passing 
car dropped a tire shoe. As he stooped to 
pick it up Freming’s Pope-Hartford slid out 
of. a cloud of dust and hit him squarely. 
Miller was thrown halfway across the course, 
with a fractured skull, a. broken leg, and 
internal injuries. The car which struck him 
was uninjured, and swept on down the course 
without stopping. 

Spectators picked Miller up, and he was 
rushed to the hospital at Mineola for the 
amputation of his leg. 


Strikes Car of Spectators, 

A Lancia car, a Massapequa race con- 
testant, driven by Knipper, left the road and 
crashed into a car in which there were seated 
several spectators. The Lancia was leading 
at the time and looked like a sure winner. 

Knipper saw that the car was getting away 
from him and jammed. on the brake. Hig 
sudden stop saved all except one spectator. 
Morris Levinson of Manhattan, one of whose 
legs was broken. 

Next to come to grief was Beardsley’s No 
6 Simplex, which broke its steering gear 
while making the nineteenth round in third 
position. 

Almost at the same moment the No. 8 Bena, 
driven by F. Heims, caught fire near the 
Hicksville turn and was forced out of the

Driver after driver complained on stopping

When an accident was reported and the 
crowd started a rush toward the west turn 
of the track Mrs. Wrecenburgh noticed that 
her husband's car was missing from the 
string of racing automobiles as they flew 
pest the grand stand. Then came the news 
that her husband had been killed. She faint- 
ed and was taken away in an ambulance. 


Car Skids Into Fence. 

Racing along neck and neck with Wreden- 
burgh on the west turn where the accident 
occurred was a big Moon car. As they swept 
arc und in a cloud of dust Wredenburg’s car 
skidded and plunged through the fence, turn- 
ing over Tue driver's body struck the top 
fence rai] and was thrown several feet. 

The accident was witnessed by few as it 
happened at the far point on the track from 
the amphitheater. 

When the newe spread that the young man 
so well known here was killed the shock 
was keenly felt by the 30,000 who had gath- 
ered to witness the automobile races and the 
scheduled biplane flight by Walter Brookins.

Praise for English Courts. 

American criminal law procedure is a cep- 
tury behind that of English courts, accord- 
ing to Porf. E. R. Keedy of the Northwest-

ican Institute of Criminal Law and Crimino® 
ogy upon their investigation of the subject 
abroad.

The English newspapers art not permittes 
to discuss evidence in advance of a tria'’, 
and opposing counsel talk over the jury list 
before the trial begins and agree upon a jary..

not guilty never is rendered. In such case 
the verdict would be ‘guilty, but insane, 
and the accused would be confined in an 
asylum ‘during the king’s pleasure.’

subject to condemnation. Is that a matter 
for this committee to investigate? 

HANECY-—No. Mr. Senator; but this 
is my purpose: We have shown that this 
testimony of Link, Beckemeyer, and Holst- 
law was given under duress. I am not ask- 
ing this committee to commend or to criti- 
cise the administration of Mr. Wayman in 
his office except in 80 far as the acts of Mr. 
Wayman in putting these witnesses into cus- 
tody contrary to law and bolding them there 
contrary to law make his office subject to 
eriticism. I intend to show and I intend to 
argue, if I am permitted to, and ask this 
honorable committee and those who may 
come after it in dealing with thie matter to 
show that the testimony of Link or Becke- 
meyer and White and Holstlaw is not truth- 
ful when they say they obtained money, and 
I expect to stow by this entire record that 
Link and Beckemeyer testified before the 
grand jury truthfully that they never got 
any money from Browne, or from—from 
Browne or Wilson, and that after they had 
testified to that they went back again under 
duress and swore that they did get the 
money, to get out of the duress that they 
were in.

Several Processes of ‘Preserving 
Bodies Used by the 
Aneients.

CAIRO, Sept. 8.—How would you like to 
own an Egyptian mummy, and that of a 
simon pure princess 2.000 years olf? I was 
offered one at the Gizeb museum today. The 
Price was just $100 in cash, and accompany- 
ine it was a certificate showing it was not 
made in Germany. 

‘The excavations which ure now going on in 


the valley of the Nile are such that the 


museum has mummies and relics to sell. 
Hundreds of the ancient dead have been 
shipped to all parts of the world, and the 


- @houl like officials are now edding to their 


revenues by disposing of their surplus bodies 
of nobles who lived and ruled ages ago. 

In connection with the mummy offered me 
Was a certificate giving its probable age. The 
lady lay in the clothes in which she was 
buried. n with Mnen 
as vellow as on, and her black face ap- 
peared to smile as I looked. She had been 
put un in spices. 


Thousands of Mummies. 

During my stay in the museum I heard 
much of the thousands of mummies which 
have already been found, and of those which 
are now being dug from the desert. A vast 
mumber have been discovered in addition to 
those of the pharaohs, and the actual bodies 
Of the greatest rulers of ancient Egypt are 
mow on view. Many of these were so treated 
by the embalmers of the past that they are 
in excellent cone ition today.

Modern Poets. Turned from Their

TUROCZ. SZENT MARTON, Turocs, Hun- 
gary, Aug. 17.—Slovak poetry, like the events 
of thelr political history, reflects the broken 
and stormy nature of their past. Slovensko 
is a land of contraste—the lofty, beetling 
Walls of the Tatra, the soft, fertile lowland 


to the soul ot folk song and are reflected in 
the varied forms and notes of their popular 
poetry. 

Here, too, we find a discord, a sort of bit- 
terness, born of the sad fate of the little 
group, coupled with a harmony springing 
from an eternal hope toward the beautiful. 
Centurtes of oppression in every phase of 
life have not robbed Slovak character of 
its joyousness, such is- men’s naturally rich 
temperament and so intense is the joy of 
ire. Melancholy ie the Keynote of Slovak 
poetry, but it never quite descends to the 
depth of despair. Even at the close of the 
saddest song there is @ gieam: of hope, of 
confidence, which ‘comes from a belief that 
God will not desert a people which believes 
in him. 

Our bome was once in blossom, 
But faded ia the flower: 

Good-night, my Slovak brothers, 
Past is your hour. 


But though our home is faded, 
"Twill surely flower ogaip: 
Its joyous dawn shal! lighten 

The eyes of future men! 


Slovak Poetry Rich. 

Slovak poetry is a rich storehouse of orig- 
inal forms of speech of the language and of 
reminiscences of “ancient, even prehistorie, 
times. It is of value, therefore, both to the 
philologist and to the student of traditions. 
It takes three main forms—the lyric song, 
the epic poem, and the epic story, saga or 
fairy tale. Proverbs and popular sayings 
are almost innumerable. One collection fills 
a volume of over 600 pages. Even in the 
sixteenth century there appeared a collec- 
tion of popular songs. But little was done 
until the ninetenth century to bring them 
before the public. ba a joneer in this di- 
rection was the brillia riter Safarikfwho 
did so much for his peopie. 

‘Kolar, besides the daughter of Slava, pro- 
duced in 1884 two volumes of national songs 
These afford a good proof of the versatility, 
richness of expression, and depth of feel- 
ing of the Slovaks. 

In recent years, such collections have mul- 
tiplied until there is now quite a library of 
Slovak songs and melodies. Often the mel- 
ody plays the all impor‘ant part. The little 
verse, when read, is insignificant and mcan- 
ingless.. ‘Thrown into rex. it aequired lyric 
value through ‘its melody, for the.text was 
composed of singing and can only be under - 
stood: when sung. Slovak song has the 
odor of fresh air, the geent ot the woods 
arid meadows and mountains. These were Its 
cradle and source. 


Real Poets Become Agitators. 


Svetozar Hurban Vajansky is more than 
politica] agitator and editor. In another 
country he would have made his mark as 
a poet. As it is. he has cone a surprising 
amount of work for one who has spent bis 
ute fighting to keep the tiny flame of Slovak 
nationaliem burning in its darkest dare He 
is a good example of the way in which energy 
may be turned pron, ¢ really productive field. 
His resistance to Magyarization has earned 
him continual persecution, Mr. Hurban is 
essentially a poet, a man of poetic tempera: 
ment, and it is tragic that he should have 
been driven into the arenapf politics. In his 
house he showed us beautifully bound vol- 
umes of his works: a volume of poetry, an- 
other of novels, and one of stories and 
sketches. Some of his short stories have 
deen translated into German. Among his 
poems may be mentioned“ Tatra and the 
Sea,’ From Uncer the Yoke,’ Causeries 
and Dreamings.”’ 

The title of one poem fsignificant. ‘ The 
Rotten Branch.” This is Mr. Hurban's char- 
acterization of Slovak nobles who deserted 
their nationality. In a little group such as 
the Slovaks, every defection from the ranks 
is certain to be régented by those who hold 
fast to the sentiment of nationality. They 
cannot do otherwise-than look upon those 
who become Magyarized as in a sense 
traitors, But even Hurban himself allows 
that such are none the less Slovak in nature 
‘and that when wine or song have rubbed off 
the false veneer of Magyar customs ther 
speak and sing Slovak. 

In the folk poetry cf the Slovaks we meet 
familiar Slav deities. which we found among 
Slovenes and Croats. There is Svantovit, the 
Slav Jupiter; Perun, the god of thunder: 
Vily, the n¢mphilike; Zmok, the treasure god: 
Lel, the god of love, while Lojda and Ziva 
are the Slav Venus and Ceres.

Scenes Demand Imagination. 
They demand imagination in their execu- 
tion. and always beauty. In these particu- 
larly the night was a triumph for the direct- 
ors and their assistante. 
“The Bivebird,”’ moreover, leaves nothing 


for one to ask as a satiefaction of the visual 


sense. Its appeal to the ear, however, is 
less of a pleasure. 

In acting, there was the same degree of 
successful achievement of ideals which had 
been set high. So the visual features lacked 
no element that could have improved them. 
But to the ear there was no such opportu- 
nity for pleasure. It would, of course, take 
a poet almost as great as Maeterlinck to 
transfer the beauty of his speeches into Eng- 
lish text. It was quite unpoetic. 

There was never a suggestion of anything 
beyond the commonplace in the lines recited. 
The beautiful optimism of the scene in the 
rraveyard could not be damaged by any 
speech, and there was equal charm in the sim- 
plicity of the visit to the grandparents, in 
which they all spoke the childish idiom they 
might have used in life. 


Blend of Wisdom and Pancy. 


Maeterlinck's irresistible blend of wisdom, 
tenderness, and fancy was never more 
adroitly presented than in conversations be- 
tween the characters in the piece. That it 1s 
1 sublimated fairy tale and that two hours 
and a half of any kind of fairy tale offer 
their difficulties at this time cannot be denied. 
And that something more like the beauty of 
the original verse would be a mighty assist- 
ance to The Bluebird ’’ cannot be denied. 
Yet the play exercised a potent charm over 
the audience. 

The acting was admirable. It was a won- ] 
derful thing that Gladys Hulette accom- 
plished in the long röle of Tyty. ere was 
not the least regret that a boy did not have 
the role. Miss Hulette did not let the fact of 
her sex obtrude iteelf in any way that might 
spoil the illusion. And every movement was 
a picture of childish grace. 

Her assistant Irene Brown, is younger and 
her mastery of such long roles was equally 
mimirable.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—Secretary Mac- 
Veagh, in response to requests from many 
bankers, today made a further. interpreta- 
tion of the emergency currency law. 

This decision relates particularly to bonds 
of counties which national banks might wish 
to use as the basis for issues of emergency 
currency during a financial stringency, but 
is applicable to the bonds of states, towns, 
counties, or territories, which come witbin 
the terms of the act. 

The law provides that city bonds may be 
used for issues of notes when the funded 
indebtedness of the municipality which is- 


the value of its taxable property, last fixed 
for assessment pur es. 

Mr. MacVeagh hoids that the net funded 
debt of a city is the sum of its entire bonded 
debt, less bonds not sold or which have been 
rebought, as for a sinking fund. He also 
holds that the assessed value upon which

Under the law 65 per cent of all the postal 
savings banks deposits may be invested 
by the president in bonds or other securities 
of the United States when in his Judgment 
the general weifare and the interests of the 
Unitec States so require.”

Train Raw Recruits. 

The value of naval training stations hard- 
ly can be estimated io the persons unac- 
quainted with them. They take raw re- 
cruits and in three months turn out men 
well versed in the up to date methods of the 
newest battleships. The recruits are taught 
the principles of right/livingramd the laws 
of health. 

The training station at North Chicago wil! 
be one of the finest in the country. The mia- 
dle west is furnishing most of the recruits 
to the navy and when this station is opened 
the men will be given their first instruction 
there; that is, those who enlist from the 
middle west states. 

The aeroplane as yet has not demon- 
strated its adaptability to naval work. We 
are observing it at all times, but as yet the 
mecaines are only of value to the army de- 
partment, We can only beve an aerial navy 
when the machines have demonstrated that 
they can keep out of riffe range and drop ex- 
plosives from high altitudes with accuracy. 

“There can be no question of the value 
of the machines to the army for Purposes 
of observation.”

BiG SURPLUS IN U. S. TREASURY. 


Officials Announce Receipts of $1,460,- 
808 Over Expenses—Great Gain 
in Month. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—Uncle Sam bal- 
anced his books and counted his cash today 
for September, and found that, for the first 
time since the present fiscal year began— 
July 1—the government has taken in more 
money in a month than it has been obliged 
to pay out. 

The cash drawer showed a balance of 
$1,460,808 over all disbursements. It the pay- 
ments on the Panama canal work and the 
public debt could be excluded, the surplus 
would be $3,456,572. Inasmuch as the tlose 
of July showed $14,000,000 more spent than 
was received, and as the close of August had 
brought the month’s deficit down to less than 
$3,000,000, treasury officials were gratified 
when the accountants finally finished the 
long column and it showed the government 
nearly $1,000,000 ahead on the month. 

There was a<eficit, of $4.000,000 for the cor- 
responding month last year. To date the 
total deficit for the fiscal year is $15.910.660, 
as against a corresponding total deficit of

Telephone and Gas Rate Inquiries to 
Be Rushed.

on its recommendations for harbor construc- 
tion. In addition it has a number of river 
policy questions, including the removal of 
several center pier bridges, to consider. 

The d. O. L.“ committee now has before 
it the matters of regulating both telephone 
and gas rates. A report from @ corps of ex- 
perts on the former subject is expected soon, 
and the ta’k of analyzing the latter question 
will be begun within the next two weeks. 


Questions Before the Committees.

LICENSE—Increasing fireworks dealers’ ii- 
cense to $1,000; giving city council control of 
police and other pension funds; providing heavy 
fines or imprisonment for public automobile chauf- 
feurs.

How does the theater audience of today 
compare with that of a generation or more 


ago? 

Clearly it is hard to say. An audience of 
any kind is at any time difficult to judge and 
to Wescribe. Plays of the past may be com- 
pared with those of the present; actors and 
schools of acting survive in tradition to be 
compared with younger actors and ‘their- 
methods; but audiences, endlessly coming 
and going and never reassembling-who has 
ever cared to spend many words upon 80 
shifting a quantity? 

Perhaps it is safest to reason from the play 
to the playgoer. That is, if inferior play» 
are known to have pleased and satisfied 
the average audience of forty years ago, we 
may infer that theatergoers then were less 
intelligent than they are now, or at least that 
they brought less of their intelligence to bear 
upon things of the theater. 

Two seasons ago an experiment was tried 
in this country, which, though not designed 
to prove or disprove anything, turned out to 
be curiously significant. ‘Our American 
Cousin,” under the more alluring title of 
“Lord Dundreary,” was carefully revived, 
not for the sake of the old play, but merely 
to give the present generation a — to 
enjoy Mr. Sothern in the part made 
by his father.

YOUTH. 

Brookins is 21. Chaves was 23. The 
most daring of the aviators are young 
men. The earlier experimenters, like the 
Weights, were older, but the chances they 
took were in pursuit of an idea. The 
men who are making the most conspicu- 
ous flights today are, sportsmen, not in- 
ventors, and they dare because, a8 Brook- 
ips said of himself, they love the sport.” 

So we have again the human paradox 
of youth’s disregard of life. Rationally 
considered, the aged should be reckless 
and youth careful. Youth that has just 
been brought to the banquet board of 
life, youth that has years of precious ex- 
istence before it, ought in reason to dread 
the loss of so much. Yet u is age that 
hoards its dwindling pile, though it Bas 
already spent most of the riches of ex- 
periemce and has but a few barren years 
to toss upon the board of chance. 

To explain this paradox by pointing 
out that youth dares because it does not 
know is not very satisfying. Youth is 
more imaginative than age. It is true 
that that one inexorable event which we 
call death is of all experiences or realities 
the one we are least able really to “ be- 
lieve ir,” to accept firmly as one which 
will come to us. But it may be doubted 
that this shadowy figure becomes clearer, 
more actual, more imminent as we grow 
older, save perhaps for the last brief time 
when the signs of his approach are un- 
mistakable. And, on the other hand, 
youth, though happily it nas no sense of 
the immanence of death, is capable of a 
sharp consciousness of danger, is capable 
of terror, and of at least a passing com- 
prehension of death, profound if vague, 
and perhaps for that reason the more ter- 
rible. 

No, youth dares because it dares. Youth 
dares because its appetite for experience 
Touch 
dares, not because danger is unrealized, 
but Because it is realized, though the im- 
pulse of existence, the full blooded crav- 
ing. for experience, carries it resistiessly 


along. 


IRISH LITERATURE IN ENGLISH. 

The danger of nationalistic move 
ments in art is that in their affectionate 
solicitude for what is indigenous they are 
likely to lose the universal. Many inter- 
esting and, to those who engaged in them, 
inspiring ebullitions of localized genius 
have failed for this reason. After all 
the world grows smaller daily and any 
criticism of life, or any vision of life 
through beauty which cannot find some 
response outside of a nation, is doomed 
to oblivion. This is not because its lack 
of appeal ie fatal, but because if it lacks 
such appeal it lacks something essential 
in the art which lives. 

In this lay one of the dangers of the 
Irish literary movement of the last dec- 
ade. Not only was there temptation to- 
prove race fealty by writing in Gaelic, 
but there was the subtler but equally 
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Two other expressions-upen this line | fatal temptation to load their work down 
illustrate this underlying agreement of | 


with localisms, cryptic references to 
Irish tradition and other forms of “ local 
color.” 

To have insisted upon Gaelic would 
bave taken their work quite out of the 
current of world thought and feeling; 
while excessive localism, even in English, 
would have accomplished the same mis- 
fortune almost as thoroughly, if not so 
quickly. 

This would have been a great loss to 
that large literature which is called Eng- 
lish, and to the world that enjoys it, a 
rapidly widening world. And it would 
have proved a sacrifice and injury io 


the Irishmen themselves. 


How unnecessary this sacrifice would 
have been is apparent, now that the dan- 
ger has been escaped, and we have a 
literature in English which is as genuine- 
ly and profoundly Irish as if it were 
written in Gaelic. No one who reads the 
exquisite poetry of William Butler Yeats 
ean think that this most subtle and con- 
summate artist failed to find in English 
a medium through which he could ex- 
press himself as freely as language can 
express the poet. Perhaps he would con- 
fess now that Gaelic is a medium less re- 
sponsive to the modern soul than the Eng- 
lish which he molded to his use. It is not 
indeed English English, but Irish English, 
a really masterly compromise, as frue an 
achievement of the Irish people and its 
men and women of genius as Gaelic itself, 
No Englishman could write like Yeats, or 
Lady Gregory, or C. S.,“ or the la- 
mented Synge. 

And, after all, the Irish people are no 
longer confined to Ireland, either cor. 
poreally or spiritually. They are a world 
people and so closely allied to the destiny 
which belongs to their Anglican brothers 
that they inevitably share the same speech 
and make it their own. i 

The vitality and adequacy of English 
as written by the Irish are proved by 


wrights of today. 
also proved their possession of the great 


is the playwright Synge. If this yourg 
man had written nothing but “ The Riders 
to the Sea,” it would have proved his 
exceptional genius. This little play, laid 
in a fisherman’s cottage on an island of 
the west coast of Ireland, fulfills all the 
tests of a great work of art. It is a little 
tragedy perfect in its simplicity, its truth, 
its wonderful human appeal. If Arie 
totle's dictum that the end of tragic art 
in to purge thé soul through pity and 
terror has been fulfilled by any modern 
drama, this play, so slight in motive and 
simple in structure, fulfills it. To have 
added this to our common literature {s 
enough to make the name of Synge mea 
orable—perhaps posterity will say, im- 
mortal.

IF SCIENCE ONLY WOULD. 

A vista of vast and alluring possibilities 
is opened up by a casual remark of Sir 
Oliver Lodge at the recent meeting of the 
British Association for the Advancement 
of Science. “If electrification has an in- 
fluence on weather, said he, it may be 
only a question of time before weather 
can be controlled and literally ‘ manufac- 
tured,’ just as desired.” 

“It” and “may” are chilling words, 
but why cannot ecience, which has 
learned so much about electricity and has 
used the knowledge to such good pur- 
pose, do a little more? The telegraph, 
the telephone, the electric car, the electric 
lamp are all highly acceptable, but think 


of the rewards that would be poured on the 


electrical experts if they were to teach 
us how to make the kind of weather we 
wanted. The farmers would rise up and 
call them blessed. For then the farmer 
could have rain when he needed it and 
sunshine when it was desirable. There 
would be no more frosts to blast his 
hopes. There might, indeed, be some dis- 
agreement as to what was the proper 
brand of weather. The corn grower 
might need one kind and the wheat raiser 
auother, but they could hit on some kind 
of compromise. 

We could have home rule In weather. 
Each city could have the sort that suited 
its citizens the best. Chicago would have 
pleasant weather during the rush hours 
and the holidays. The toilers have a 
right to complain when Sunday storms 
drive them from the parks and the picnic 
grounds. Bad Saturdays are the long 
standing grievance of the school children.

Indeed, the legend was actually given 
credence by so hard-headed and cynical a 
Scotchman as Thomas Carlyle, who refers 

to in his History of Frederick the 

t. The kaiser has been put to a good 
deal of annoyance with these stories of the 
white lady, which spread alarm among his 
entourage, and with the object of allaying 
this is causing the publication of the results 
of a most searching Investigation which was 
made some years ago d believe at his in- 
Stance) into the legend of the white lady. 

According to these investigations; the ap- 
Pearances of the white lady in the past 
have been dy no means confined. as most 
people have believed, to the old royal palace 
of Berlin. She was never heard of in con- 
nection therewith until] 1598, but is men- 
tioned in contemporary records as having 
appeared more than ea hundred years pre- 
viously, that is to say, in 1486, at the castle 
of Andbach, at the palace of Baireuth, and 
at the castle of Plassenburg. 

Even in those days her appearance was 
regarded with some suspicion, and while 
many believed in it, others are shown, by 
documents of the day still in existence, to 
have claimed that the spook in question 
was merely a device of members of the en- 
tourage of the Prince Electors of Branden- 
burg, to either move the court from one 
place to another, or else to keep everybody 
away from à particular portion of the castle 
or palace, as being haunted, so as to have 
it to themselves, 


—— 

This view was borne out by an ineident 
which took place in 1540, when Elector Al- 
bert of Brandénburg, surnamed the War- 
rior, having insisted upon remaining at the 
castle of Plassenburg, against the wishes 
of the principa) dignitaries of his household, 
was confronted one night in a dark corridor 
by the white lady, all shrouded in white, and 
her features concealed by a hood. Instead 
of being in the least bit alarmed, the burly 
prince seized the white lady and hurled her 
down the nearest flight of stairs and when 
attendants, attracted by the noise, hurried 
to the scene and drew back the hood from 
her face it was found that the spook in 


question was the prince’s chancellor, Chris- 


topher Strass, and that his neck had been 
broken by the fall. 

Another memorable appearance of the 
white lady was on the night of Feb. 25, 1713, 
in the old palace at Berlin, *when King 
Frederick I. of Prussia, lying dangerously 
ill, caught a glimpse of her and was 80 
alarmed thereby that he died a few hours 
later, convinced that his time had come, and 
that the white lady had brought the dread 
summons. Subsequently it was ascertained 
that the white robed visitant was his third 
wife, Queen Sophia Louisa, born princess 
of Mecklenburg, and who, completely crazy, 
had escaped in her night dress from her 
nurses and wardresses, and had wandered 
about aimlessly towards her husband’s room. 

Thomas Carlyle goes into long details about 
the appearance of the white lady to Fred- 
erick the Great and of this no explanation 
has been furnished. But in 1848, when 
after the crushing of the insurrection in 
the Prussian capital with much bloodshed 
by Field Marshal Wrangel. he took military 
possession of the metropolis and established 
his residence in the royal palace, he sent 
late ome night for Pastor Buchsel, his spirit- 
uai adviser, in order to exorcise a spook, of 
which he had caught a glimpse in the dark 
room adjoining his own. 

The clergyman arrived and boldly mak- 
ing his way into the apariment, which the 
battle scarred old warrior had not ventured 
to enter, grabbed hold of the white figure 
that had frightened the field marshal, and 
found that it consisted of a piece of stat- 
uary, draped with e sheet and beneath which 
a little 14 year old chimney sweep had sought 
refuge, on hearing the clang of sabers in 
the neighboring room. 
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During the years 1810, 1811, and 1812, the 
white lady made frequent appearances in 
the Old palace at Baireuth, greatly to the 
disturbance and alarm of French generals 
and field marshals quartered there, and the 
only night that Napoleon I. spent beneath 


the roof of the palace his slumbers were | 


similarly disturbed and, describing on the 
following morning in the most elaborate de- 
tail how the white lady had appeared to him, 
be shook the dust from off his feet against 
the place, exclaiming as he drove away, 
„This cursed palace! Nor would he ever 
consent to stay there again, preferring to 
post still further on to Plauenburg, where 
the accommodations were much less ample. 
Not until 1822, when the old superintendent 
of the palace, a man of the name of Schluter, 
was gathered to his fathers, was the fact 
made clear that it was he who had been 
led by his execration of the French to per- 
turb them by appearing to them in the 
form of the white lady, his costume as 
such, which he carefully preserved, fur- 
nishing confirmation of his confession. 
With regard to Emperor William's own 
experience of the white lady, it is distinetly 
amusing and is creditable alike to his humor 
and to his common sense. A young lieu- 
tenant of the guards, who happened to be 
on duty in the royal palace at Berlin, claimed 
to have seen the white lady wandering about 
the corridors, and reported it to his com- 
manding officers. The subaltern was ex- 
amined and cross-examined in every way 
possible by his colonel, who subsequently 
learning that a footman had been summarily 
dismissed by orders of the kaiser for hay- 
ing claimed to have seen the white lady, con- 
sidered the matter sufficientiy uncanny to 
make it his duty to bring it to the notice of the 
emperor. William sent for the young officer, 
who entered the imperial presence more 
tremblingly even than when he had seen 


the ghost. 
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The emperor, noticing this, asked him in 
kindly tones, What was the lady like? 
Was she tall or short?” 

“She was tall, your majesty.” 

The kaiser: “ How was she dressed?” 

The lieutenant—She wore a white petti- 
coat, your majesty, with a white bodice, had 
a white cap on her head, and a long white 
veil flowing over it all. 

After a pause the emperor continued, 
„ Was she carrying anything?” 
The lieutenant—0, yes, your majesty! 

The kaiser—What did she have in her right 
hand? 

The Heutenant—A candlestick. 

The kaiser—And what was in her left 
hand? 

The Heutenant—A box of matches! 

Emperor Willlam has a keen sense of 
humor and the idea of the white lady, who 
dates from some 800 years or more ago, 
promenading about ¢he corridors. carrying 
matches, which age an altogether modern 
invention, caused him to burst Into roars of 
laughter, the young subaltern gazing at him 
meanwhile with open mouthed astonishment.

It was in 1909 at the headquarters of the 
Waltresses’ union that the Political Equality 
League of Self-Supporting Women was or- 
ganized. Miss Elizabeth Maloney was elect- 
ed président. She was one of the two women 
who first carried to Springfield a bill limit- 
ing the hours of work for women in Illinois. 

Some one has said, What's in a name?“ 
And yet there is much, and these women 
knew it, for they changed their long and dif- 
cult one under which they organtzed to Po- 
litical Equality union,’’ and later absorbed 
another society with a name nearly as long, 
The West Side Equal Suffrage association,“ 
both societies adopting the new name, Po- 
litical Equality union.“ 

To carry on propaganda work effectively, a 
class in public speaking was formed to pre- 
pare the members of the union for making a 
direct appeal to trade unions, both of men and 
women. As self-supporting women have a 
vital interest in securing the vote they can- 
not fail to respond in large numbers when 
the subject is clearly presented by those who 
understand the peculiar disadvantages un- 
der which wumen oftentimes work. 

Valuable assistance has been given in the 
public speaking classes by the personal direo- 
tion of practiced speakers. and the members 
so trained are using their eloquence in a prac- 
tical way by speaking before as many unions 
as they can reach.

To gain the equality of citizenship for 
women before the law the South Side Suf- 
frage association was organized early in 1905 
at the home of Mrs. Ella S. Stewart. During 
the six years of its existence many noted 
persons have appeared before it, ad- 
dresses, debates, and discussions marking 
the programs from time to time. When the 
international suffrage convention: was held 
in Holland in 1908 five members of this so- 
clety attended the distinguished gathering. 

In trying to secure municipal suffrage in 
the charter they did their share of work 
and sent also a delegation to Springfield with 
the other delegations when the charter was 
presented there. They circulated petitions 
for the charter, a sentence eloquent in mean- 
ing, and at all times stand ready to help the 
cause, 

So by social affaire, by propaganaa, by 
lectures, and in various ways the cause 
of equal, rights is being furthered. The 
present officers of the club are: Mrs. Laura 
Dupee-Blakeslee, president; Mrs. Alexander 
T. McCullom, vice president; Miss Rosalie 
Levin, secretary, and Miss Jennie F. W. 
Johnson, treasurer.

Would that it might be recorded that the 
Chicago Men's Equal Suffrage league was 
a spontaneous movement of the men them- 
selves to further the cause of equal rights, 
to insist that their government be true to 
its fundamental principles, and face the 
world as an honest, righteous government, 
instead of..a dishonest, unrighteous one, 
boasting of.equality before the law of all its 
citizens, boasting. of being a government 
of the people, by the people, and for the 
people, yet unwilling to erase the stigma 
of infériority from its women people. A 
righteous government indeed! Afraid, for- 
sooth! To grant the fundamental right, 
by which all other rights are secured, to the 
loyal, upright, honest mothers, caughters, 
wives and sweethearts of the nation and 
yet extending the hand of fellowship to the 
veriest ignoramus who comes to these shores 
and who answers Roosevelt or Bryan 


art, president of the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
association, who “sent out a circular let- 
ter to 1,000 selected men, asking them to 
reply on an inclosed card if they were in 
favor of an organization being formed 
among men to ald the cause of woman suf- 
trage. 

When the replies, about 150, came in, a 
circular letter was sent inviting these men 
to meet at lunch at the City club on Tuesday, 
Jan. 12, 1909, at 12 o’clock. This letter was 
signed by Frank H. McCulloch, Bishop Sam- 
uel Fallows, John P. McGoorty, John O’Con- 
nor, Henry W. Thurston, and Oliver W. 
Stewart. The result was the formation of 
the Chicago Men's Equal Suffrage associa- 
tlon, with twenty-seven charter members. 
Thomas C. MacMillan was chosen president; 
George E. Cole, vice president; James J. 
Forestall, secretary, and Charles R. Wake 
ly. treasurer. 

The club has grown in numbers, some of 
the foremost men of Chicago being mem- 
bers. At was under their auspices that Chi- 
cago people had the pleasure of hearing Em- 
meline Pankhurst, the militant suffragette 
of England, who, in the short space of two 
hours told the story of the now historic 
movement and won all hearers by her logic, 
her eloquence, and her essential womanli- 
ness.

E is a friend of mine—and a few of you 

know him, too, as he lived some un- 

happy, inefficient years in Chicego.

EVERS BREAKS HIS RIGHT LEG 


Cracks Fibula’ Bone in Slide 
Home at Cincinnati. 


MAY BE OUT FOR SIX WEEKS. 


Doctors Say He Cannot P.ay in World’s 
Series; Zimmerman as Sub.“ 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cincinnatt#, O., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—John 
Evers, the National league's premier second 
haseman, is out of the game for the rest of 
the season and probably out the coming 
-world’s series between the Cubs and Ath- 
letics. 

The Trojan broke the fibula bone in his 
right leg while sliding home with a run in 


the fifth inning of today’s game here. The. 


worst of it is that the injury was entirely 
unnecessary. Evers could have scored stand- 
ing up and it is probable that his hesitancy 
about sliding was responsible for the acci- 
dent. His right foot caught in the plate and 
turned almost over. 

Eyers had on new baseball shoes. Other 
players on the team say they were twosmall 
for him and that this was partially respon- 
sible for the accident. He was carried off the 
field to the club house by bis team mates. A 
doctor. summoned from the stand, ordered 
his removal to Seton hospital. The bone was 
set there and shortly afterward he was 
brought back to the hotel 


Six Weeks, Say Doctors. 

From his own room he sent a telegram to 
his wife that he probably would be back in 
the game tomorrow, but the doctor in charge 
said it would be six weeks before he would be 
able to walk without the ald of a cane. Johnny 
was not suffering much pain tonight, but he 
was sore at his fate and swore that the in- 
jury would not keep him out of the battle 
with Philadelphia. 

Evere was sent home tonight and will be 
taken to a west side hospital as soon as he 
arrives in Chicago. There he will be placed 
in charge of Dr. Davis. Johnny did not 
want to remain in Cincinnati over a week 
as the local doctors said he must if the 
cast was put on here. Therefore the cast 
will not be put on until he gets home. The 
Cincinnati doctors say there was no chance 
tor him to play again this year.

ATHLETICS THROUGH PHILADELPHIA EYES. 


| Quaker City Critic Picks “White Elephants” to Win, with American League 
Pitchers More than Offsetting Advantage of Chance’s Catchers; — 
Tribute to Connie Mack as Leader. 


The world’s series this fal) will be a clash 
between the Chicago Cubs, the team that was 
and may yet be the greatest ever developed 
in the history of the national game, and 
the Athletics of Philadelphia, the finest com- 
bination ever turned out by the American

The Cubs play the same steady, brilMant 
game at nearly all times, or whenever oc- 
casion requires; that is, if they have to 
put on pressure they do #0 apparently with 
as much ease as a mechanic can get more 
speed out of a machine by the pushing of 
@ button. The Athietics have shown their 
greatest strength this season only in spurts 
and at times it has been the pitching de- 
partment and not the Connie Mack machme 
as a whole that hes kept the team in the 
winning road. The Mack machine, treating 
it simply as a machine, has, however, shown 
improvement in its cohesive strength as the 
season has lengthened and much less has 
depended of late upon the work of the twirl- 
ere than during a few weeks in midseason. 

The Cubs es a machine outclassed any~ 
thing ever seen in the National league. The 
Athletics, as a machine, surpass anything 
ever seen in the American league. Both, in 
my opinion, are superior to the famous Ori- 
oles of Ned Hanlon and the 1904 and 1006 
team of brains and strategy of John McGraw. 

When the Cubsand the Athietics meet, there- 
| fore, all signe point to the greatest contests 

ever witnessed between the championship 
teams of the National league and the Ameri- 
can league. 

After studying both teams tarefully the 
American league pennant winners, from see- 
ing them play seventy odd contests this sea- 
son and being in a position to get a some- 
what intimate knowledge of what has been 
going on behind the scenes, and the National 
league champions, from seeing them play 
eleven games and remembering their brilliant 
history of the past, and taking into considera- 
tiom the strongest points of each combina- 
tion, I believe that the Athletics will win the 
world’s series this fall. 


> 


Many conetder that it is a foolish proposi- 
tion trying to pick the winner of a series 
that may only go four but the history 
of the world’s series proves that only once 
could Dame Fortune be accused of obtrud- 
ing her personality into the affair. In 1005 
the Athletics were fairly beaten by. the 
Giants, lack of first class physical condition 
and the absence of Waddell playing a part, 
but as the two teams lined up at the start of 
the struggle no one could gainsay that the 
better team won. In 1906, the only timethat 
the American league won the honor since 
the series has been under the auspices of the 
national commission, it is claimed that the 
better team was not the White Sox and sub- 
sequent events proved that statement to be 
pretty nearly correct. 

During the last three years even certain 
members of the Detroit team, who were 
thrice defeated by the National league cham- 
pions, frankly admitted that the better team 
won each time. , 

In the coming series luck may be a factor, 
but there is every reason to expect that, bar- 
ring this uncertain element, the games will 
be a fair, square test of the merits of the 
rival teams and of the opposing leagues as 
well. 

The teams will meet under conditions more 
favorable to first class playtng than ever be- 
fore, granting, of course, that the weather is 
not too cold. Each team will have had the 
opportunity to recover from the long strain 
of the campaign of winning the champion- 
ship in its league. Every player, barring 
some misfortune between this and the start 
of the series, will have had an opportunity to 
rest up both mentally and phyeically, and 
each manager will/ have had the good fortune 
to be able to carefully study every weak and 
strong point in his own combination before 
deciding upon any changes he may desire to 
make and each team leader will have the 
hance to study where his opponent is strong 
or weak and which is the best system of at- 
tack and defense to use in certain emergen- 
cies. A feirer test of the merits of the two 
championship teams was never more possible 
than this fall and what the league races lost 
in nerve racking tension should be made up in 
the world’s series. 
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This season's statistics show that the Ath- 
letics have outbatted, outflelded and run the 
bases better than the Cubs, but the question 
to my mind is if the Chicagoans have not 
taken things easy in many of their games, 
while the Athletics have seldom let up in any 
contest. 

In batting ability the teams are nearly on 
an equality. Each has its so called scien- 
tific batsmen, each has its bunters and each 
has its sluggers, while upon each is to be 
found some dangerous batsmen who are 
likely to break up a game at any moment, as 
we saw Joe Tinker do in the memorable 
‘‘Merkle’’ play in New York, when he drove 
the ball over Seymour's head, and 4s the 
same player did when he started the down- 
fall of Bin“ Donovan in that Sunday game 
at Chicago, two years ago. 

In team flelding, Ukewise, there is little to 
choose between the teams, except that when 
it comes to double plays which are started 
around the second base bag the Cubs, to mv 
mind, have the call. Either Tinker or Evers 
works like lightning as the middle man in a 
double play. Collins sizes up to their stand- 
ard in either starting such a play or acting 
as the middle man, but in the latter respect 
Barry gives Tinker one advantage over 
bim. In turning trick plays, Tinker and 
Evers also have something on the Collins- 
Barry combination, but the style of play of 
the White Elephants is such that there is 
about only one man on Mack's team, Lord, 
that Joe and Johnny are likely to catch nap- 
ping. 

In team play each has its own style, and 
each has team work highly developed. It 
strikes me that the Cubs have been 80 long 
together that they work their system almost 
automatically. The White Elephants, on the 
other hand, work their plays from the bench, 
where Connie Mack pulls the invisible wires. 
The one sparkles with brilliancy, while the 
other, although less showy, is none the less 
effective. 

The White Elephants have an advantage 
over the Cubs which has been touched upon 
lightly or not at all by other writers. This 
is that they have ten men playing the game 
as against nine for the Cubs. The latter's 
manager, Frank Chance, will be in the thick 
of the battle, working with and directing his 
men, while the Athletics will have their man- 
ager, Connie Mack, on the bench shrewdly 
observing every move of the enemy, and 
giving his orders by a system of wireless 
telegraphy which is instantly understand-

No Ameri- 
can league twirlers, with the possible excep- 
tion of Walsh, have ever done better work 
than the “Iron Man from Maine and the 
Indian twirler, and the chances are that 
both will be right on edge for the clashes 
with the Cubs. 
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To pit against Chance’s team Manager 
Mack has a pair of right hand wonders in 
Coombs and Bender, two southpaw in 
Plank and Krause, and two “spitters” in 
Morgan and Dygert. Coombs and Bender 
are the best and the steadiest of all, and 
both are hard hitters, something that 
Chance’s pitchers are not. Plank can no 
longer stand for extra toll. One game in 
the series may be his limit, but that game 
is likely to be a brilliant one. Krause and 
Dygert are both umcertain. Both started 
to join the Society of Come Backs, but both 
slipped up after giving their admirers cause 
for rejoicing. Morgan has several times 
this season come near pitching no hit games, 
and he has a spitter which it is almost 
impossible to hit safely. His weakness is 
proneness to become wild at a critical mo- 
ment. Dygert and Morgan are both weak 
when it comes to hitting. 

It is almost a certainty that Manager 
Mack will have Coombs, Bender, Plank and 
Morgan right on edge for the games with 
the Cubs, while the physical condition of 
Chance’s stars at the critical stage is a mat- 
ter of uncertainty. Certainly, looking two 
weeks ahead, the prospects of the Athletics 
from the twirling standpoint could not be 
better. 

At first base each team has a leader and a 
past master in the art. Bach is a skillful but 
rot showy fielder and euch hae directed his 
team too often to become flustered in a 
critical series. In hitting Davis has gone 
back, but he ts still of the slugging type, while 
he combines with ability to drive the ball for 
extra bases an amount of shrewdness in 
tapping the ball over the infield which makes 
him decidedly dangerous ae a foxy stick- 
smith. Chance, on the other hand, is more 
apt to bat consistently than Davis, whose 
batting average is just as likely to be a low 
one as it le to be high. On the bases Davis 
is the more crafty. So far as first base is 
concerned this position ie a standoff. 

At second base each team has a brilliant 
player. Collins is the better hitter.and the 
better base runner, while it is a standoff in 
fielding ability between them, with Evers the 
more subtle in p:lling off unheard of plays, 
but when did unhvard of plays ever come up 
in a world’s series? Collins hes the prefer- 
ence at this point. 

At third bage, too, the Athietics have the 
call in my opinion. The two rivais, Baker 
and Steinfeldt. are typical of the growth or 
decay of the two teams, the one coming and 
the other going. In fielding, batting, and 
speed on the bases Baker has the call over 
Steinfeldt, although the latter may be the 
man of the hour when it comes to breaking up 
games with hard drives. 

The more experienced Tinker ie a better 
man at shortstop than Barry. Tinker covers 
more ground, especially on grounders back 
of second base, and he also operates more 
quickly as the middle man in double plays 
than Barry, although the latter is a wonder 
when it comes to landing fly dalle hit over 
the infield. Tinker, too. is a more dangerous 
type of batsman then Barry, judging by the 
past records of the men. 
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Chicago’s outfielders, Schulte, Hofman, and 
Sheckard, measure up to the same standard 
as Murphy, Oldring, and Lord, considering 
them strictly on their merits as fielders and 
batsmen. Schulte and Murphy are long dis- 
tance hitters, both are nearly absolutely cer- 
tain on fly balls, and each has a fine throwing 
arm. The center flekters, Hofman and Old- 
ring, are the fleetest runners of each trio, 
each sizing up to the mark as a star both in 
the field and at the bat. Sheckard may out- 
shine Lord as a batsman, but not as a fielder, 
for the latter is one of the best ground cov- 
erers in either league, while his ability as a 
thrower places him second to no one, either 
in the speed or thé accuracy of his throws. 

When it comes down to speed on the bases. 
though, the Chicago trio are swifter than 
their Philadelphia rivals. Hofman and 
Schulte are grey as compared with 
Murphy and Lom, while Sheckard also is 
fast. Mack has only one regular outfielder 
who compares with the Cubs’ trio in this re- 
spect, and this is Oldring, but 

Don't be surprised if Connie Mack springs 
a surprise, which is an odd way of saying 
that we Philadelphians are looking for the 
White Elephants’ leader to turn a trick which 
will upset a lot of “ dope.” There are rumors 
here that Manager Mack may make a shift 
in left fleld and put Amos Strunk there.

No faster man on his feet was ever seen in 
baseball than Strunk. He fairly amazed the 
fans in the few games he played last spring 
before he injured his knee. Since then he 
has been laid up for repairs, and he has been 
nursed along with an idea that he might be 
used in the big games. He batted like a 
fiend last spring, although it is not to be ex- 
pected for a moment that he cou

Although the event for 3 year old trotters 
looks to be a gift for the phenomena! colt 
Colorado, which has won all his races, and 
marked up a new record of 2:05% for his age 
and galt, there is a chance that the son of 
The Bondsman may be defeated by Malcol n 
Forbes. The Bingen colt, whose record is

‘that if he proved a colt trotter of more than 


average speed, be had a chance to shine as 
A sire after his turf days were ended. 

At Milwaukee Peter Clay was in a race with 
some real cracks of his age, and Dean did 
not expect him to class with them. But 
when the word was given the colt that had 
been but three miles better than 2:30 and 
only once beaten 2:20, made Jane Jones go 
the first heat in 2:14½M to beat him. Getting 
away back of the winner, Peter Clay was 
timed this mile in 2:13%, and at the finish 
of the second heat he came to the last quarter 
in :31%, @2:06 gait.

MATCH NOT A STRONG CARD. 


Corbett Would Prefer Fight Between 
Kaufmann and Champion. 


~ BY JAMES J. CORBETT. 

Toronto, Ont., Oct. 1—[{Special.)—The 
weather man may be to blame for the dark 
and cloudy conditions that bave prevailed 
throughout our fair land the last week or 80, 
and again he may not. More than likely 
the heated arguments between those clever 
colored exponents of the art of fisticuffs, J. 
Arthur Johnson and Samuel Langford, have 
had much to do wita the smoky condition of 
the weather. 

For several days, or, to be more exact, for 
the entire week of the champion’s theatrical 
engagement at a Boston theater these dusky 
warriors were shooting challenges and hot 
air at each other, but when it came to a 
showdown there was no money in sight in 
spite of the fact that both men were eaid 
to be hungry for battle. 

Sam and his manager apparently were more 
anxious to clinch a match with Little 
Arthur and intimated that no side bet 
would be too big to sult them. However, 
when the champion insisted that the small 
sum of $20,000 be deposited as an evidence of 
good faith on the part of the challenger, Sam 
would not come through until Johnson first 
flashed some of his coin. 


Jack Stands by Rights. 
Jack stood on his rights as champion, and 


party he stood ready and willing to cover any 
money put up by the other side in chunks of 
not less than $20,000, and that the etiquette 
and ethics of the game demanded that Mr. 
Langford make the first move. About this 
time Sam disappeared, and has not since 
been located. Possibly he is trying to dig 
up the money. 

Johnson does not appear to be anxious to 
fight Langford, and says that he positively 
will refuse to meet the tar baby for a 
purse alone. Jack figures that if any man, 
particularly any colored man, wants to fig: 
him real bad he should be willing to bet a 
little money on the result, and in the cham- 
pion’s eyes these days $20,000 is not so much. 
He argues that a match between two colored 
men would be a poor drawing card, and that 
he is in the business for coin as well as 
the glory of the thing. Also that there must 
de an offer of a purse of at least $25,000 be- 
fore he will give the subject further con- 
sideration—and there you are. 


Negro Cannot Be Oriticised. 

In a way the negro champion hardly can 
be criticised for his stand in the matter, 
as a match between colored men, even if 
representing the best there is in the bus 
ness, would not prove the most interesting 
that could be served the public. Jack knows 
that the fight fans will not break their necks 
trying to get in to see two cullud boxers 
knock off each other's head, and besides, if 
he must risk his title, he wants to be well 
paid for it. He probably figures that the 
prohibitive amount he insists upon as a bet 
will be protection from further annoyance 
by ambitious fighters while he carries out 
the program already mapped out for him. 

In my opinion there will be no fight between 
Jack and Sam on this side of the Atlantic 
From sources that I believe to be reliable 1 
have learned that the champion has made 
arrangements to sail for England immediate- 
ly upon the conclusion of his theatrical en- 
gagements in this country and already has 
signed contracts to that effect. 


McIntosh Behind Tour. 

Hugh Melntosh, the Australian promoter, 
fs said to be the man behind the guns and 
has picked out three men to fight Johnson in 
England. One of these men may be Lang- 
ford, but my information on this point is 
lacking. So it would appear that the big talk 
in Boston merely was a hot air session. 

And where could we hold a fight of that de- 
scription in this country? At the present 
time San Francisco is out of it so far as a 
match between big men is concerned, and 
Nevada is too far away from everywhere 
for fight lovers to think of taking the trip 
in large numbers. Possibly a limited round 
affair might be arranged for Philadelphia or 
Boston, but a short bout between these men 
would not prove a great card. 

A limited round go with Jack and some 
good white man like Al Kaufmann as prin- 
cipals would draw the fight fans from all 
parts of the country. They would turn out 
with the hope that the white man might put 
one over and bring back the title where it 
properly belongs, but Jack is right about 
the drawing powers of the colors boxers. 
The long distance game is in a bad way just 
at present where big men are concerned and 
the victory of a negro at Reno did not help 
matters any. 

Wants Negro to Meet Kaufmann, 

If Johnson really wants to fight and does 
not care to mix it up with a mender of his 
own race, what's the matter with arranging 
a six or ten round affair with Kaufmann. 
There would be no trouble about a substan- 
tial purse for a bout of this sort, as one of 
the Philadelphia promoters already has made 
Jack a good offer to box Al. 

It would give the champion an opportunity 
to earn some good money at his trade and the 
public a line on the chances the best of the 
white heavyweights would have in a contest 
with Johnson over the marathon route. There 
also might be a change in the complexion of 
the championship. but it would be almost too 
much to expect this in a short bout. Kauf- 
mann should be given the preference over 
Langford, as Sam flunked out of his match 
with the Californian. 

A few of the many claimants of the welter- 
weight champiciasnip have been in the lime- 
light of Jate, and two who were given credit 
for. ranking with the best in that division met 
witi. serious setbacks. The return match 
between Harry Lewis and Leo Houck proved 
that the latter's first victory over the Yid- 
dish champion was no fluke, as had been 
claimed by the Lewis supporters. Reports 
say it was Houck’s fight all the way and that 
Harry did not have a look in with the Lan- 
caster boxer. 


Lewis Stars in Paris. 


Before Lewis took the European trip he 
had met and gefeated most of the good men 
among the welterweights and on the other 
side had no trouble in cleaning up every 
one he met, and in many Instances he was 
giving away considerable weight. Since his 
return Harry has engaged in three contests 
and has made @ miserable showing every 
time. The Paris trip seems to have taken all 
the cleverness away from the Philadelphian. 
At that this boy Houck may be a corking 
good boxer. Several promoters are after him 
and the chances are we will see him tried 
gut with some of the good boys about here 
before long. 

Another surprise handed out to Gotham’s 
fight enthusisasts was the crimp put in the 
championship aspirations of one Dixie Kid 
the other night by Fighting Dick Nelson. 
Nelsoh heretofore has been regarded as an 
ordinary boy, one who could take a good 
mauling without going to the mat for the 
count, but was not considered classy enough 
to beat Dixie. Willie Lewis fell victim to the 
Kid recently and the match with Nelson was 
looked upon as @ Uttle easy money for the 
“smoke.” But the fighting game is ful! of 
surprises and the Swede set the pace all the 
way and won by a good siargin. 

Conceit Knocked Out of “Kid.” 
The defeat of Dixie served one good pur- 
pose at least; the Kid's head was swollen so 
badly after beating Lewis that he thought 
himself the whole thing in his class, and 
where he was begging for a fight only a few 
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accomplishes a deal of good in that it quickly 
brings the kind with the inflated top pieces 
back to earth. 

There have been so many inquiries as tothe 
whereabouts of Bill Lang since the contest 
with big Al Kaufmann, in which the news- 
paper decision was given against the Austra- 
Han, that it will be of interest to know that 
the champion of kangaroo land ig resting 
at his training quarters at Stratford, Conn., 
and nursing a broken hand. Bil! feels that 
it was the worst kind of luck that such ap 
accident should occur on his first appearance 
in the ring in this country opes to show 
his friends that with two sound hands he wil 
be able to put up a much better fight the next 
time he starts. 

Lang Has Much Grit. 

I am forced to hand it to that Australian. 
Immediately after the fight he retired to the 
country, and never to much as a peep out of 
him about his broken hand. How many 
boxers would have kept quiet with such a 
good excuse to offer? And Lang was by no 
means disgraced—it was no one sided affair 
at all, and if the men should meet over a 
longer route it would be no easy task to pick 
a winner in advance. Bill is not a showy 
fighter and wants a long contest to show his 
best form. 

Charles KF. (“ Parson Y Davies is in; New 
York and in much better health, I am pleased 
to say, than he has enjoyed in many a day.

John Rail, superintendent of the steel 
construction of the river tunnel, is related to 
the king rail, as one sees at a glance. John 
is about six feet tall and unusually leggy— 
a characteristic of the king rail family. 
John has been accused by visitors of building 
a great double barreled shotgun for the 
purpose of pot shooting king rails away up 
on Skokie marsh, toward which the north 
end of the barrels point. But when you 
spring this joke on John he takes you down 
into the twelve foot shells in dry dock, on 
which a dozen or more pneumatic riveters are 
pounding three-quarter inch rivets home, 
and where any further conversation is im 
possible. 


On the outside these huge steel shells are 


held together as much after the fashion of 
the double barrels of a Shotgun as one easily 
can imagine. In the beginning a keel was 
laid of steel plates. resting upon the same 
supports as those which would be used in 
laying the keel of a lake boat. Each of the 
tunnel barrels bas an inside steei radius of 
twelve feet, giving the steel diameter of 
twenty-four feet. As corresponding to a ves- 
sel’s “ribs,” 144 2 bars, each sixty feet 
long and weighing sixteen pounds to the 
foot, were bent into circles, to which the 
three-eighths inch sheet steel in seven foot 
widths is riveted fast. Each of these tubes 
falls short of a full circle, due to the divid~- 
ing line of steel skeleton work inside, de- 
signed as the central wall between the two 
bores. : 

On the completion of the steel work, which 
involves the driving of 95,000 rivets and a 
weight of 480 tons of intricate structure de- 
signed to hold concrete filler for a nine and 
a half foot concrete wall for each bore, that 
one greatest question for the builders win 
arise: 

How much concrete shall we load the 
thing with before we let in water to the 
dry dock and start er down the river?”

The builders know that this double bar- 
reled steel will need to have 7,000 tons of 
concrete inside in order to sink the river 
section and hold it in place at La Salle street 
with its top twenty-seven feet below city 
datum line.

When he quit his job and went to work 
for himself he had saved enough money to buy an interest in a big, popular magazine. Naturally 
his salary for the last years of his work for other people was a very large one.

When a millionaire gives advice to young men who wish to climb the ladder of wealth he 
nearly always begins by telling the ambitious one to work hard, never to watch the clock and to 
keep his eyes always open for new opportunities to make himself useful. Almost always he stops 
there. One does not recall any injunction that equal vigilance and persistency is needed in de- 
manding, or at least suggesting, a bigger salary. 

Yet the one thing is almost as necessary as the other. Employers are very human. We all 
like to secure good bargains. And if a man does not know and assert his own value no one else is 
likely to point it out to him. Self-confidence and courage are just as necessary as hard work and 
loyalty in the making of a personal success. 

In the recording end of a big business several hundred men were employed. One of the clerks 
developed unusual ingenuity in devising new methods of handling and expediting business. Pres- 
ently he was taken off his regular job and given a roving commission, studying one department 
after another and suggesting new time-and-labor saving systems. His salary was not raised, but 
he felt flattered by the recognition given him and was content to work along at the old figure. 

At the end of his first year at the new job he was able to 
show that his reforms had saved the company ten or twelve thousand dollars. He boasted about 
what he had accomplished one evening at home. : 

Ves, his wife answered, but what do you get out of it? You were getting $1,500 a year 
ago, when all you did was to start orders through the factory. 
pany 810,000. You are still getting $1,500. Your salary should be doubled.“ | 

Spurred on by his wife the young man went down the next day, presented a detailed showing 
of his savings to the president and fairly took the breath of that gentleman by asking for a raise of 
$1,000. The showing he made was o good that a $500 increase was finally granted. 

Now at the end of five years he is drawing $5,000 a year and an additional income from royal- 
ties on certain office appliances which he invented and had patented. 

Meanwhile, if there are plenty of men in the business world who are drawing more than they 
earn there are by no means a few who really earn and are worth more than they get. 

Incompetent and careless help is, doubtless, a great evil. Greedy and short-sighted employers 
are another; the first class is vastly more numerous, the second is more influential. 

The employe who wants to get more money must first make sure that he is worth it. 
convinced of that vital point, it is then equally his duty to see that he gets it. He may, of course, 
fail; may even be discharged and lose his job altogether. 

Some men are so situated that they think, at least, that they cannot afford to take the 
chance. But if modest courage and self-confidence are based oh proved ability—and the employer 
is a man of intelligence—it is a chance well worth taking. 

The man works best for other men who works best, also, for himself.

It ie accepted that manual labor as a whole 
commands less pay and is employed longer 
hours than is accorded and imposed upon the 
man working with his brains. But it isover- 
looked that often the man who has most 
need of bis brain efforts, incidentally has ex- 
hausted his physical vitality in no small de- 
tree in getting to the place where his mental 
efforts shall count. For example, the doctor; 
an engineer in the case of a sudden and dis- 
tant accident; the newepaper man on a hurry- 
up assignment, where time is imperatively 
pressing and the sources of his information 
are unknown and scattered; the detective as- 
signment where after long pursult and bodily 
weariness, every faculty of the man must 
be applied to burried observation and deduc- 
tion.

Trial Made of All. 
In these British investigations a witness

No wonder it ie that when people 
ask-him questions to which they could find 
answers for themselves by taking the trouble 
to look In a time table, that he ig curt and 
prusque. And there are scores of employés 
similarly situatec—who simply have not @ 
moment to spare for idle talk, and who some- 
times must needs snub those who presume 
unnecessarily on their time. 

Then it must be remembered that though 
public service employés are servants of the 
public they are not the private servante of 
every Dick, Tom, and Harry who addresses 
them. They are independent persons, earn- 
ing their livings in an independent way. 
Naturally they resent the overbearing and 
insolent attitude of many whom they serve, 
and naturally they show their resentment in 
inattention. 

Generally if we are considerate and cour- 
teous to employés they will treat us in a 
courteous manner, The person who is con- 
giderate and courteous to those whom he 
comes in contact with. and who occasionally 
brightens his path with a smile, or à laugh, 
or a joke, is pretty sure to find a great many 
agreeable people and to think that this old 
world is a mighty nice place. after all.

At Leavenworth prison, where its banker 
colony has been conspicuous in the past, 
about one-fourth of the number con 
already are qualified by length of service 
and clean prison records. Many of the 
bankers at Leavenworth, however, have 
been the small bankers from Indisr territory, 
from which territorial division any crooked 
banker is sentenced by the federal court.

the string vibrate and shake the bottom of the. 


can at the other end the same way; so that 
it taiked out at one end what was talked 
into the can at the other. : 

This was a very crude arrangement, but it 
worked fairiy well for short distances. The 
telephone I am going to tell you about now 
Works on much the same principle, but will 
talk further and more clearly. and by wind- 
ing a crank at the side of the box you can 
call up the party at the other end of the 
line.

HE expert accountant lifted his stooped 
shoulders a little higher that he might 
talk more easily to his neighbor 
through the wilderness of pink roses 
and glow of candies on his best friend’s 

dinner table. 

I have reduced the cost of Hving.“ he an- 
nounced. “I live out of doors, I sleep out of 
doora, and I eat out of doors. Lam well. 1 
save $150 a month; my livihg expenses are 
but $85 a month, and for the site of my home 
I pay just 8 a month.” 

The dinner guests looked Incredulous and 
began to think things concerning the high 
cost of living. 

For the flat where I am now living, I pay

fiy for small additional living tent; one 7xT 
cooking tent; ‘four pairs of rubber boots, 
four pairs cande moccasins, seven cots, wool 
blankets, ceoking utensils, dishes, gasoline 
stove, hasp for cooking over open fire, tar- 
paulin water and fireproof cloth, four khaki 
suits, sweaters, flannel shirts, one pair high 
waterproof boots, three rifles, fishing tackle, 
lumber for table and benches, chairs, tar- 
latan. for screening, etc. Everything was 
first class and it was not necessary to ex- 
pend $1 this year, except for additional khaki 
suits and rubber boots. 

“This year we placed floors in the tents 
and screen with wire instead of tarlatan. A 
frame was built for thescreening, which was 
simply tacked on, with the exception of the 
front, where there is a Screen door. 

“The gross expense of all material pur- 
chased last summer was less than $300, but 
one could equip a tent, furnish khaki ciothes, 
sweaters, shirts, cooking utensils, cots, bed- 
ding, etc., for four people for 5100—if the 
khaki suite were made at home. 

It pays to purchase good tents, adding on 
a top as a second roof, which makes it ab- 
solutely dry in wet weather. 

“The tents are set on a little knoll within 
a few feet of each other, and at the back is 
heavy timber and underbrush, which acts as 
a wind break. Storms are often severe, but 
we have never had any trouble and the tents 
have always been dry. 

“A ditch is dug about six inches deep all 
around the tents and about twelve inches 
from the outside of each; at each corner the 
ditches are turned to run away from the 
tents, which assists greatly in keeping the 
ground underneath the tents dry during 
heavy rains. During a wind storm the guy 
ropes are kept reasonably tight, but during 
a rain storm they are allowed to be loose, 
as the rain will shrink the ropes, which pull 
the etakes from the ground and allow the 
tents to fall. 

At this wonderfully economical camp the 
dressers are made from orange and pineapple 
crates, laid lengthwise, one on top of the 
other, the partitions acting as divisions for 
the clothes.

„Potters rot is the old, deadly ailment 
ot the pottery worker. The name is collo- 
quial, indleating the deterioration of the 
lungs and the respiratory organs through 
inhalation of the, fine, flinty particles which 
come of the shaping and finishing of the pot - 
tery plece. These particles, floating dry in 
the atmosphere, are drawn into the lungs 
and set up irritations, which are the begin- 


ning of the general breakdown of the sys- 


tem, especially as the worker approaches 
middle life 

Plumbism is that other attendant evil, 
brought about through the lead glazes which 
continue 80 largely in use in the British pot- 
teries. Plumbism attacks the young worker, 
and the young woman is its special mark. 
Sufficiently poisoned, the young person may 
become totally blind, an arm may drop para- 
lyzed and helpless, the face may become 
drawn and withered, and the whole body 
virtually helpless from the encroachment of 
the poison. Or, if the woman worker escape 
all these, the influences of the poison may 
render her incapable of motherhood should 
she later become a wife. 

In the fudazmeant of those who face real 
conditions among the British pottery work- 
ers the recent report of the departmental 
commission upon the evils of the shop is 
looked upon as academic and impossible of 
results. The governmental inspectors are 
too few in number to bring about radical re- 
forms, and the commission recommends an 
inside inspector in each shop who will act 
as foreman perhaps and incidentally report 
the nonobservance of the laws, new and old.

The 
wise man doesn’t wait until the end of a 
fad has arrived before looking about for a 
new way to utilize the old desire for noveity, 
That, perhaps, is the reason why the wise 
automobile makers are beginning to dream 


about building airships. 


The airship craze is growing #0 rapidly, 
with a hopeful Inventor in every other city 


block busily engaged upon the construction 


of a plane that will startle the world. 
that it may not be long before there will be 
@ commercial model discovered. The result 
will be a big, sudden demand for planes. 
One extensive automobile factory in the west 
has already begun making plans for turning 
out airships. A number of automobile 
makers in Europe have started the manu 
facture of airships. 

The transformation of @ part of a well 
equipped motor car plant into en aeroplane 
factory can be brought about quickly and 
with little expense. The merely mechanical 
part of airship making isn't much. It is the 
manner in which the parts are fastened to- 
gether, the quality of the engine, and the 
intelligence of the operator thet make an 
earth-man into a full fledged bird-man.

Story Taken from Life. 

Here is the experience of a young girl re- 
cently shown up and proved in the shop life 
of London. She had her small town expe- 
rience as an apprentice and was searching 
for the wider work of the metropolis. She 
was 20 years old and arrived in London al- 
most penniless. An advertisement in a paper 
attracted her to Battersea, where she ob- 
tained employment. 
She started in to work on Friday morning. 
Her employer was a draper, or dry goods 
man. She was told that “living in” was 
the rule of the shop. She had breakfast of 
bread and “dripping ’’—juices of roasted 


meat—at 8 o’clock; dinner at 2:30 o’clock con- 


sisted of cold beef and tea; supper came at 
7:30 o’clock with one slice of buttered bread 
and tea. If more food were necessary she 
might have bread and more dripping; at 
10:90 o'clock the shop closed for the night. 

Going to her room, which by no means 
was a big room, she found two beds placed 
side by side with a space filled in with boards. 
Seven girls were to sleep on the two béds 
and their connecting shelf. A week later a 
servant was engaged and this young woman 
was placed to sleep with the other seven.

Air Gap Varied. 


It will be noted that the air gap separating 
the two ends can be varied by loosening up 
the lock nuts and pushing the handle in or out 
until the proper distance between the t 
ends has been reached.

Insulation Important. 

Good results cannot be obtained by con- 
necting a one inch co to the commercia 
standard aerial. nor would a standard high 
power sending set give the maximum work- 
in value if connected to the small size aerial. 

One of the most important points to con- 
sider im aerial erection is the insulation. 
The current set up by the sending or spark 
coll is of an ex ingly high voltage, and it 
will “leak”. or “brush’’ around an in- 
sulator that would be considered perfect 
for ordinary low voltage work. Standard 
ingulators can be purchased for this purpose, 
or a single type as described later can be

A small size aerial spread is shown in fig- 
ure 14, with actual dimensions. It consists 
of two Spreader: A-A.“ 6 feet long and 1% 
or 2 inches in diameter. The insulators are 
shown at B.“ A plan that can be followed 
in constructing the insulators is shown in 
Figure 15. Here we have two common por- 
celain knobs laghed together with oiled ma- 
nila: hemp, as shown at B,“ allowing the 
knobs to swing about 4 inches apart. D“ 
represents the aerial wire. and C'“ several 
turne of copper wire which holds the insu- 
lator to the spreader. 

The Insulators are tied on to the spread- 
ers, approximately 1% feet apart. Consider- 


ing that the spread is to cover a distance of 
40 feet, we will need sufficient No. 14 bare 
copper wire to run this distance four times, 
or 170 feet in all. allowing the extra wire 
for loss in connecting.

Mounting the Pulleys. 

When the four wires have been connected 
as shown the spread can be elevated. Sas> 
cord should be tied to the spreaders as shown 
at K. If poles are used for supporting 
the spread, pulleys should be employed to 
lower or raise at will. 

The method of mounting the pulley and the 
complete spread is shown in Figure 16. This 
plan is of course only a suggestion and any 
other supporting objects can be used

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The lead wires consist of four No. 18 cop- 
per wires soldered to each of the aerial wires 
and brought down 10 or 15 feet where they 
are all soldered to an insulated high ten- 
sion cable purchased for this purpose.

Sending or Reciving. 

The cable is now led down the side of the 
building to the point where it is to be con- 
nected to the aerial switch. The cable should 
be held away from the building by means of 
suitable insulation. 

At the point where the cable leads to the 
switch it should be weil insulated by wrap- 
ping with a number of turns of tape. For 
high power work a special! insulator should be 
used, as otherwise the current will “leak,”’ 
which impairs the sending efficiency. 

The manner of connecting the aerial to the 
switch is shown in Figure 2, Lesson II. The 
aerial is connected to the upper middle bind- 
ing post leading to F.“ the ground wire is 
connected to the lower post leading toward 
G.“ The aerial can be connected to either 
eending or receiving circuit at will. by throw- 
ing the switch.

Meaning of Terms. 


The ground can be made by soldering a 
wire to the gas pipe or steam radiator, pro- 
vided we know that both of these objects 
make good contact with theearth. Otherwise 
bury a sheet or copper or sinc sufficiently 
deep to always make contact with the damp 
earth. No other particular rules need be 
followed as regards the ground, although it is 
an important part to consider in high power 
work.

Ground—Electric currents are always try- 
ing to reach the earth, for an electric current 
is an artificia] condition from which there 
is a constant effort to escape to the normal 
electrical condition of matter. Any contact 
or connection that permits the current thus 
to reach the earth is known as a ground.

This table is misleading, however, as to 
the productiveness of the Cook county farm 


in comparison with the other eight counties. 


In general Cook county is farmed on the 
ighest, most concentrated and specialized 
lines. With its 35,000 dairy cows, ranking 
Cook as the third milk producing county of 
the state. glimpses from a rallroad train in 
any direction out of Chicas will show the 
enormous number of truck gardens, poultry 
yards, nurseries, and flower gardens that 
approach the average Cook county farm. 
In farming for these products other than 
milk the farmer cannot well afford to keep 
his datry herd to any appreciable size. Work- 
ine with milk does not harmonize with farm- 


ing for vegetables. 


Thus while Cook county is third in the total | 


of 189,681,261 gallons of milk produced by the 
state, Cook county’s milk procuction lines up 
toward the end of values received from its 
5,827 farms. Much of this truck production is 
handled only ohce by the producer and this 
without rail charges, the vendor driving his 
wagon to the city markets. His produce, 
loaded in the late afternoon and driven fit- 
teen or eighteen miles for the early city 
buying. leaves the competent farmer an ad- 
vantage over the stuff handled and perhaps 
rehandied by the railways. 

Again, the expert small farmer in Cook 
county has the enormous stable waste in the 
winter months with which to warm the cold 
soil and leave it in best condition for the root 
crops. With a sandy soil, fertilized rightly, 
radishes, lettuce, onions, turnips, and half a 
dosen other vegetables are produced with the 
least possible tillage. A radish. especially, 
may be sown in broad drills and thickly, the 
lightened sandy soil allowing of the crowding 
process in growth without deforming the 
bulbous tender root.

Many Accidents the Result. 


Maj. Bonnette, chief of the medical staf 
of the second army corps, has had charge 
cf this and has made an exhaustive study 
of the paper balls, both as to danger and 
utility.

Dangerous at Close Range. 
However, when fired at close range these 
decidedly dangerou 
perhaps not so much from the 3 the 
wound inflicted as from the inevitable pieces 
of the shattered bullet entering into the 
fiesh.. This Maj. Bonnette has demonsttated 
in a most convincing manner. He found that 
with an extremely feeble powder charge 
the explosive qualities of the paper baN were 
rather increased than ¢iministed. 

He thinks that in the matter of future 
submarine armaments torpedoes of paper 
will replace the metal sheeted. since both 
cost and weight will be greatly reduced While 
efficiency remaing “unimpaired. It will be 
an ideal ammunition for dirigible airships 
and war aeroplanes, since its weight ls nomi- 
nal and on that account an unusually large 
Quantity may be carried. ' 

Actual preparation and manufacture of pa- 
per shells, filled with the regulation ex plo- 
Sives and provi with gauged time fuses, 
are in full operat in many countries and re- 
markable results are expected. The Japan 
ese, according to reports, have already def- 
initely adopted a certain model of thege pa- 
per shells, but no official notice of the mat- 
ter has yet been made. 


Lace Makers; 


80.000 000 yards of thread—a thread long 
enough to be wound completely around the 
earth. A year’s manufacture of lace neces- 
sitates enough thread to reaeh from the earth 
to the moon and back again several times. 

Two weeks of tireless work by two men are 
necessitated in threading each machine, but 
once threaded the complicated mechanism 
turns out two miles of lace a day. Each ma- 
chine requires over 4,000 bobbins and over 
8,000 needles, and itself contains 82,000 parts. 

The lacemakers make the original design 
first upon paper. Then upon special ruled 
sheets are carefully numbered the spots 
through which the machine guided by their 
skilled hands is to pierce each thread. An- 
other machine perforates the pattern cards 
which are then laced together in an endless 
chain and placed under a contrivance which 
is attached to the lace machine and governs, 
the action of the ope 


Secret Process in Bleaching. 

In webs fifteen feet wide, with the duplicat- 
ed patterns held together by drawn threads, 
the lace is bleached and every trace of the 
bleaching chemicals is taken out by a process 
that the workers hold as their secret and is 
declgred the most nearly perfect known. 
Khe lace is starched, dressed, and spread 
upon massive frames in charge of women of 
the colony. There it dries under the heat 
emitted from huge revolving fans. The web 
is then taken to the clipping and drawing 
room, where a large force of giris pulls out 
threads separating the widths of the lace. 

The chief, Henry Stevenson, head of 
Dowie's band of lacemakers, is said to be the 
foremost lace avthority in America. He 
gained his wide experience in the center 
where most of the Valenciennes and fancy 
lace ne are made and he belie 
that within a decade the example which the 
former Dowieltes have set in lacemaking 
will make America one of the world’s great- 
est lace centers in the world. 

Each year United States feminine popula- 
tion spends over $100,000,000 for imported 
lace, upon which there is a duty of from 60 
per cent to 70 per cent, these figures being 
taken from the records of the tariff hearings 
on lace. From Germany is recelved $50,000,- 
000 worth of lace annually ; Switzerland sends 
$18,000,000 of the filmy product, and France 
and England the remainder. The amount 
manufactured in America is exceptionally 
small, for only nine small lace industries ex- 
ist in the new world. America makes less 
than $10,000,000 worth of its own lace.

“Tadpole 
By J. L. 


HE Chicago-given appellation that 
probably has traveled farther and 
heard oftener is “‘ Tadpole ditch.” 

This name was first used in the dally 
reports of a CHICAGO TRIBUNE man 
who rode herseback of the lou patn cs ne 
gathered data for his stories. He stopped 
when he got to the end of the canal, but the 
name that he bestowed on the murky pool 
is traveling yet. Tripune readers made use 
of tie word, and others took it up and spread 
it. Travelers referred to the old canal by 
the use of its queer nickname and planted 
it in other countries. 

There are several reasons why this is so. 
The work of building the Chicago drainage 
channel and the feat of making a river turn 
backward, springing a big leak in 
Lake Michigan, got a large amount of space 
from newspapers and magasines outside of 
Chicago, 

Not only has the name traveled far and 
has been widely used by home people end 
foreigners who sounded it in many tongues, 
but it has rankled deeper and has disturbed 
the generally good humor of people more 
than probably any other nickname that ever 
originated in Chicago. Thig state of feeling 
was stirred up in the breasts of the contin- 
gent who drew for long years a monthly or 
yearly stipend from the state supported old 
canal. They knew that sooner.er later the 
old ditch would be allowed to dry up and their 
jobs would go along with its final disuse. 
It mace them mad to have the old waterway 
given such a name, and they resented it in 
many ways. The name rankles whenever it 
is mentioned, even down to this day. 

It would’t be well for you to go into the old 
pumping works at Bridgeport and make use 
of such a name, Down at Lockport any and 
al] strangers were and are eyed from head 
to foot before any of the lingering salary + 
drawers would utter a word, and once they 
found out that a caller was inclined to use 
the nickname there was an undertone rum- 
bling that foretold trouble if it should be 
uttered. 

bape a few days ago a stranger was run off 
the old towpath bridge because he gave evi- 
dence of belonging to a newspaper calling. 
Then he sought to explore the old canal by 
walking through the yards of a well known 
steel company. At once a policeman hailed 
him and told him to leave the property. The 
stranger looked into the color of the water, 
and at once made himeelf scarce. To utter 
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the word Tadpole without saying anything 
about the ditch to any of the old employés 
from Bridgeport to La Salle would bring 
down on the offender dire displeasure, to 
say the least. 

The name Tadpole ditch has been caught 
up on trolley and steam road trains. Pas- 
sengers see the decaying Institutions as they 
ride. There are rotting bulks of old boats 
in the canal near Lockport, and at other 
points, At Sag one easily may see the 
old Calumet feeder still holding a depth 
of stagnant water between crumbling 
banks. So that, by thousands of people in 
the course of the year, the name that a re- 
porter gave to a once commercially impor- 
tant waterway that was suggested by Joliet 
prior to 1700, the building of which, from the 
time the first step to acquire the right of way 
to the time the firat boat was run, required 
thirty-two years, has been taken up and 
spread far outside of the region ln which the 
old canal is now fast soaking out of sight.

Women who are obliged to study the ques- . 


tion of economy closely, wil! not be confront- 
ed this fall with many of the vexing ques- 
tions thet must surely have confronted them 
many times in seasons past; This statement 
has to do solely with making over some of 
last year’s clothes—especially skirts. 
are narrower, and are cut and 
trimmed so as to accentuate that effect. Then, 
too, the banding and other trimmings of the 
same as well as contra 
terials should go a long way towards making 
it difficult to tell, after the work is done, 
whether the garment is perfectly new, or, in- 
deed, a last season's skirt 
Circular skirts and all kinds of gored 
models in some form or other will all be in 
good style, but wherever the choice falls, be 
gure to use a reliable pattern, so as to get the 
t lines and widths of gores. 
f a skirt Is to be made over it generally 
ye to rip it apart and brush and clean 
it. Where the model is a good one, whether 
four, five, seven, or nine, it should not be 
necessary to rip the seams entirely apart. 
The skirts last year fitted with perfect 
smoothness about the waist and hips, the 
game as do those of this season; but the 
widths of many of the new ones at the bot- 
tom are narroWer.

Rip the seams from the bottom up to with- 
in one inch or less of the hip line. Turn 
the skirt wrong side out, lay it out on a 
table and fold the front gore down the middle, 


then with the aid of a yard stick or square’ 


rule draw a new line from the hip to the 
bottom, taking off perhaps one inch or a 
little more at the bottom. The lines in gored 
skirts should never curve between the hip 
line and the bottom, and while the lines 
are always straight, they usually slant out 
towards the bottom, giving the gore more 
or less added width there. So, in making 
these gores narrower, be careful that the 
gored edge ot each gore is not taken off so 
much that it will make the skirt cut in at 
the feet. 


After the new lines have been drawn on 


the front gore, lay the first side gores out 


straight—and together—and measure off at 
the bottom of the gored edge perhaps two 
inches, and draw a new line. Proceed in 
the same way with every gore, making the 
alteration at the gored edge of each gore 
only. Pin the old seam line of each straight 
edge of each gore to the newly chalked line 
of the gore to which it is to be sewed, and 
Paste the seams together and try on before 
any cutting is done.

if the lines are satisfactory as they are 
basted it will be safe to stitch them and 
then trim them off d finish.

Probably if the skirt were made in the first 
Place with the inverted plait it will seem 
newer to have the habit back. If this altera- 
tion is to be made it will be necessary: to rip 
the back seam apart entirely, and take the 
placket to pieces. 

No alteration is ever marked in until the 
cloth has been pressed perfectly smooth, so 
alter it is ready to work on lay the two back 
breadths together, wrong side up, and pin 
them together at the waist line, at the right 
waist measure, then find the hip line, and 
measuring the skirt on this line, put a pin 
through the two gores, marking thé correct 
hip measure r, preferably, three-quarters 
ot an inch more than the actual hip measure 
using a long and perfectly straight rule; lay 
it on the gores so that it touches the correct 
size marks at both waist and hips, and draw 
a line from the top to. the bottom of the 
skirt. This will give the middle back seam. 
This can now be basted, stitched, and finished 
the same as the others. I =) 

Plain gored skirts, one or two inches from 
the ground, as well as in the shorter lengths, 
will be much worn; so if preferred, the skirt 
can be finished without any trimming at all, 
or if any of the material was left over from 
last year and will not show that it never has 

been used when put with the old, make a deep 
faced hem of it, stitching it so that the seam 
comes on the right side, and let it be used as 
a trimming band around the entire bottom. 

If there happens to have been some mate 
rial left over in large enough pieces to 

use, a new front gore may be cut, with a 

deep outside facing, long enough to go 
around the rest of the skirt at the bottom— 
this being cut in one plece with the gore. 
This facing cut in one with the front gore 
looks well also to lay over a plaited skirt. 

A last year's plaited skirt can be improved 
according to this season’s standards by rip- 
ping it at the seams on the sides, and also 
ripping the plalts on the sides. First, take 
some of the bottom fullness out by laying the 
side plaits in a straighter une, and then 
baste the side seams together again, taking 
as much fullness out of the sides as possible 
at the botom by chalking a new line from 
the hips down, on the gored edge of each 
one of the side gores. Baste these seams 
together and try the skirt on first, befdé¥e 
doing any cutting. When satisfactory the 
Plaits can be stitched and the skirt finished 
im the usual way. a 

Bands of the same or contrasting materih&l 
are often seen on these plaited skirts, half- 
way between the knees and the bottom, put 
on so as te confine the plaits and add to the 
effect of slimness. But the mistake must not 
be made of putting these on so tight that the 
skirt looks drawn in there. When this is done 
the effect is ridiculous instead of p ng. 
As long as the effect produced is a straight 
and slender one it is allright; but when it has 
the appearance of being drawn in so that it 
is narrower than it is at the hips it is time 


to stop.

If one fs the. of a last year’s voll- 
ing or other thin material which was made 
shirred or laid in small tucks at the waist 
band the slender affect so much desired just 
now can be had by transforming it into one 
of these box plaited skirts. An extra length 
of the goods may not come amiss if one 
happens to have it laid by. The old ma- 
terial must be cleaned and pressed ’ 
and the number of plaits desired decided 
upon. Fifteen is a good number for a figure 
of medium measurements, say twenty-three 
or twenty-four inches in the waist and thirty- 
ning or forty inches around the hips. 

Divide the fifteen—or other number of plaite 
into the waist and hip measures and write 
the figures down. These figures will give 
the width of each plait at the waist and hip 
lines. A good width for the bottom of each 
plait fs four inches, or possibly four and one- 
half inches. One usually begins working on 

the plait which is to come in the middle of 
the front of the skirt. Fold a breadth down 
the middle, and after it is slightly creased 
unfold it and mark the middle with chalk. 

“The top of these breadths must be straight 
by a thread before any work is done on 
them. Measure each side of this middle line 
at the top—or, better still, one-half inch 
below so as to allow for a seem to put into 
the band by—half the width of the plait at 
the waist line, and mark distinctly with 
chalk. Lightly chalK a hip line on each 
breadth as you work, putting it in six inches 
below the waist line. 

The next thing is to measure each side 
of the midéle line of the hip and mark the 
width of the plait at the hip. Then measure 
each side of the middle line at the bottom 
and mark the width of the plait there. With 
a sharpened piece of the French chalk draw 
a slightly curving line between the waist 
and hip lines, connecting the width marks, 
and from the hip marks to those at the bot- 
tom draw a straight line. You now have the 
outline of the middle front plait. 

Measure out three inches each side of the 
plait ling at the bottom and draw a line 
straight to the top of the cloth, then crease 
the outline of the plait into a fold and baste 
this fold so it will stay in place. Bring this 
folded edge at the top over to the strafght 
line which has just been drawn and pin it in 
place at the top. ring the folded edge 
over to the straight e at the hip line and 
pin in place there. Do the same thing at 
the bottom. Repeat the same work on the 
opposite side of the plait. 


Baste the plait down to the material as it: 
is pinned, beginning at the top and basting ’ 


towards the bottom, and be sure to have the 
cloth fold over evenly at the top. Measure 
over from the straight line on either side of 
the plait 
straight line the length of the cloth. Dothis 
on each side of the middle plait.

This line just drawn gives the middle of the 
plalts, which come each side of the middle 
one. The work is done if just the same way 
as was that for the middle one, and when the 
plaits have been marked off and the edges 
folded and basted, the straight lines three 
inches away are drawn and the folded edges 
basted down to them. And so the work 
goes on until the middle back plaits are 
reached. In these the lines which come in the 
middle of the back are drawn after the 
fashion of the middle back line in a habit 
back skirt. 

The rule is laid on the cloth so it touches 
the waist and hip measures and the Hue is 
drawn straight from top to bottom. If there 
is cloth enough it will be a good idea to lay 
an extra plait under the halt of each plait 
nearest the middle back seam. This will not 
show, but gives the necessary spring at the 
feet. 

As the skirt stands now, it 16 all basted 
together, and the plaits meet on the right side 
all around the skirt. As the edge of a breadth 
of the material is reached another breadth is 
stitched on, of course regulating it so that 
the seam will come underneath where it will 
not show. 

If directions and measures have been accu- 
rately followed, the skirt will fit perfectly. 
The plaits are stitched from the top down to 
any desired lengths, and stitched straight 
through, the same as they are basted. The 
extra material on the wrong side between 
the waist and knees is cut away and the seams 
are bound. The opening is in the back and the 
bottom of the skirt is hemmed.

One way to clean oll paintings is to rub a 


freshly out slice of potato dampened in cold 
water over the pieture and wipe off the lather 
with a soft damp sponge. The picture should 
then be washed with warm water and dried 
and polished with a piece of soft silk that is 
perfectly clean. Another way is to clean the 
canvas by wiping the painting over with a 
soft flannel dipped in poppy seed oil, When 
the dinginess is removed apply a French var- 
nish lightly and the canvas will be restored 
to its original freshness. 

Ot course, when ou paintings are to be 
revarnished the picture must be perfectly 
free from dust, and must be kept so until 
the varnish is thoroughly hardened. Both 
the varnish and the brush must be bought 
from a reliable art dealer, otherwise the 
picture might be spoiled by an inferior oil.’ 
Only a small quantity of the varnish should 
be taken on the brush at a time and the 
stroke must be lightly done, otherwise there 
is apt to be a blotchy appearance. 

Dust will oftentimes leave a yellow stream 
through the center of a fine engraving or 
etching and as this cannot be removed it 
is well to take precaution to prevent it and 
see that the glass and the backboard is firmly 
affixed so that no dust may sift through. 
Many particular housekeepers paste heavy 
paper over the backs of their fine pictures in 
order to prevent this. When you remove 
the glass from a picture in order to clean

were so rushed with orders that I've had 
to wait all this time for my braid. Whatua 
lot of money there must be lp the hair busi- 
ness. 

Making money?’ said the manager of 
Chicago's big hair factory.” ' Well, I guess 
yes. We are doing a million dollars worth 
of business a year. Why, ‘the foreign deal- 
ers who used to make Colonial wigs never 
began to have the trade we have. You can 

see this letter from a well known State street 
— rushing us on with an order for 5,000 
switehes, and those ten band boxes over 
there contain exactly 630,000 worth of first 
quality hair which will all be sold to depart- 
ment stores this spring. A woman up in 
Wisconsin has made nearly fifty thousand 
dollars simply by selling the hair she has 
bought from country women all over the 
state. 


* * 

Chinese Hair Second Quality. 

“ What is first quality hair?“ he was asked. 

All hair that is not Chinese, but 76 per 
cent of the false hair now worn is from a 
Chinaman's queve—second quality hair we 
call it. When a Chinaman dies or is sent to 
prison his queve, which averages 40 inchesin 
length, is cut off and sold at a big auction 
sale. Our agents bid for it by the pound 
and then ship directly to us. Over at our 
laboratory across the river these queues are 
first thoroughly disinfected, the greatest care 
being taken that every germ is removed, 
then they are bleached perfectly white and 
put through a refining process, which makes 
them more Hke the natural hair. After 
tney are dyes the ordinary shades they are 


brought over to this house where they cense 
being queues and become ‘ switches.’ 

Here they are put on a hackle. a board 
set with sharp steel spikes, where every hair 
is separated inte even For in- 
stance, a twenty-six inch switch, the popu: 
lar length, must have every hair précisely 
twenty-six inches long Puffs should be 
twelve inches long. In the average switch 
there are about six different shades cf one 
color which must be biended together on 
the hackle. All those girls at that long table 
are doing hackle work, matching the sample 
of hair in @ little envelope before them. It 
is particular work, but they are paid by tle 
plece and can see how thelr fingers 
simply fly as they twist the hair over the 
wire comb. 

“Wavy hair is produced by winding the 
hair tightly around wooden sticks, which 
are thrown into a big kettle and allowed to 
boil twenty-four hours, After it 10 ary 
the hair is unwound and found to be nat 
urally curly,’ as we 8 say. 


Russia Now ate of Supply. 

We used to get about all of our first 
quality hair from the peasants of Switser- 
land. Our agents would drive along the 
road side and the Swiss maidens would gladly 
exchange their luxuriant tresses for a few 
cheap trinkets: Nine months ago, however, 
the country passed a law forbidding the 
women to sell more than one-third of their 
hair. We now buy most of our Bne cut 
hair from Russia, but the demand for jt is 
so great that where we last year paid $1.00 


a pound we now have to pay $14 a pound. 


ve a good gwitch there are four ounces of 
air. 

“Ae to wigs, women don’t need to wear 
them any more, but you would be astonished 
to hear how many men in Chicago have.not 
one but several wigs. Good wig makers are 
paid $65 a week, and it takes two and a half 
days to make a really. successful toupee. 
The hair has to be woven into a fine white 
net frame with a crochet needle, and it takes 
an expert to place the heir naturally. 

We sell several hundred thousand rate 
a year, and they are all made from sheeps’ 
wool. It is these rate which makes a wom- 
an heir come out, but it is really the big 
Hat which is responsible for the false hair 
craze.

Shopping of the Suburbanite 
as Done by Mail or Telephone. 


By ALICE MARTIN. \ 


Shopping is primarily a businese. It fol- 
lows as a business proposition that no woman 
can afford to spend train fare, car fare, and 
luncheon money upon e purchase and stil) 
tecure 4 bargain; unless that purchase in- 
volves a pretty big sum, and is a genuine 
bargain. The wise shopper saves as much 
of her shopping as possible for one dey, and 
then makes her trip. The unexpected sales, 
the Mttle odds and ends or fillers, a 
by mail or telephone. 

Every modern department store hes com- 
plete mail and telephone service, without 
risk to the shopper, that is, all articles pur- 
chased by mail or telephone are returnable 
without question. 

In shopping by maf! read carefully the ad- 
vertisements, checking off thoge which fit 
the needs. A method which saves time for 
the store and the shopper is to cut the ad- 
vertisement from the paper and paste it upon 
a sheet of notepaper. Underneath it write: 

Send — articles. 

Size —— 

Color —— 

Price —— inclosed in (cash, money order, 


or check). 
Signed) Mrs. Blank, 


Date. 


Nothing else is necessary and the shopping 


agent is relieved of wading through a lot of 
superfiuous writing. Such letters always re- 
ceive prompt attention. They should be writ- 


Money may be sent in three ways. Oash, 
money order, or Cash is sent at the 
risk of rch Be Fn unless in a registered 
letter. Money orders cannot be obtained 
after 5 p. ze 1 — oes 2 
— will have 


to the home of the shopper, an extra amount 
must be added to the purchase price to cover 
expressage. The majority of stores deliver 
free by express to the railroad station near- 
eet the home of a suburban shopper where 
there is no free wagon delivery... any order 
amounting to $5 or over. In allowing for 
express any extra amount will be returned 
in credit or in cash. The express May, of 
course, be sent C. O. D. if desired. 

Shopping by telephone is most successful 
when there fs a charge account. The mere 
mention of an account insures immediate 
and careful attention. If the shopper has a 
charge account, she will be wise in mention- 
ing it first, before she gives her order. Many 
stores will send telephone orders C. O. D. 

In the case where there is no free wagon 
delivery, the money must be paid to the ex- 
press agent at the rallway station and must 
Include an extra amount to cover 
the money itself back to the store. These 
payments should be made in cash, since the 
express company is responsible and does not 
use mail service in returning money. 

If advertised articles are ordered by telo- 
phone there is a distinct advantage in time 
over the mall order. The stores open at 8 
o'clock. Promptly at 8 the telephone order 
should be given. In the best stores the shop- 
per communicates direct y with a headin the 
department wanted. The order is immedi- 
ately transferred to a salesperson and at onc 
filled, gaining an edvantage of two or three 
hours over the mall order. On the other hand 
telephone shopping is naturally more ex- 
pensive, because of the tdll rates. 

The suburbanite whe contemplates mai) 
or telephone shopping will be wise to have 
her name placed on the catalogue and circu- 
lar list of all the stores she cares to patron- 
ize. A simple request 
turn she will frequently receive advance 
notices of advertised sales, special cata- 
logues, and circulars of new goods and a 
general catalogue.

and Embroidery 


By ANNA CARLE. 


Embreidery stitches are now so mingled 
with materials in applique form that it is 
often puzzling to know just where the em- 
broldery begins and the material ends. Al- 
most every garment this year has a touch of 
embroidery, or embroidered lace, somewhere 
upon it, the two forming a close relationship. 
* Before g more minutely some of 
the styles of embroſcery which are being used 
upon gowns, here are a few suggertions to 
home designers and embroiderers, some sim- 
ple methods by which they may stamp de- 
signs upon their own materials. In this con- 
nection it perhaps may be well to say that 
blouses, or any other articles of apparel 
which are to be embroidered should be cut, 
fitted, and plaited before the stamping or em- 
- broidery is begun. This because in many 
instances the embroidery when in the form 
of sprays or large scrolls extends over the 
alaits. 

But to return to the stamping. Te obtaina 
@esign is the first requisite, and designers’ 
patterns are not within the reach of all. The 
home designer. however, may with a little 
Imgenuity readily adapt for her own pur- 
poses TRIBUNE designs, the patterns from 
eretonnes, brocades. or any flowered or fig- 
ured material which has a design suiting her 
taste and the purpose for which it is to be 
used may also be use’. In many of the older 
materials and in Inia shawls and the silks 
and clothes of our g:endmothers most love- 
ly patterns of stiff conventional designs and 
graceful sprays of flowers may be found. 

* * 


Simple Method with Tracing Paper. 

The point Ils how to transfer these designs 
to the article to be embroidereg. A simple 
and perhaps the best way isto take a piece of 
ordinary tracing paper and trace off the 
design or the portion of it which is to be 
used. Then take another plece of tracing pa- 
per and rub it all over with a soft lead pencil, 
the softer the better; a crayon pencil such 
as is used by artists is probably the beat. 
Entirely cover the piece of tracing paper 
with marks from the pencil] until no plain 
spot remains on it; then place the piece of 
tracing paper on the material to be stamped 
with the penciled side next to the material. 

Over this place the piece of tracing paper 
containing the pattern. Then take a hard 
pencil with a sharp point and trace the de- 
sign over again with the pencil. Upon re- 
moving the wo pieces of tracing paper from 
your goods you wil! find a sufficiently clear 
marking of the design for all your purposes, 
and can then proceed with the embroidery. 
This is a simple and inexpensive way to 
stamp, and can readily be rs by 
even the least experienced. 

This method of stamping is, of course, 3 
successful when used on white or light col- 
ored materia]. The black stamping on a dark 
material is not easily seen. Therefore the 
best way to stamp dark colored materials is 
first to trace the pattern on the tracing paper 
as in the previous method and then to prick 
with a pin or a coarse needle small holes at 
_ phort Intervals throughout the pattern and 
then rub through the holes the tracing pow- 
der which comes especially for this purpose. 
It is in small boxes and with it comes a round 


pad. 
x 


Ironing Sets the Powder. 

After covering the pad with powder rub 
it Lightly over the tracing paper con- 
taining the design. Remove the piece 
of tracing -paner with the design on ii. 
Then place over the stamped goods a plain 
piece of tracing paper, and iron lightly with 
a warm iron. The ironing is necessary to set 
the powder clearly into the design and make 
the stamping distinct. Upon removing the 
tracing paper the design will be found clearly 
stamped upon the goods. This method may 
be employed upon light materials equally 
well, using dark powder. 

It is hard to say which are the favorite 


are used and new ones develop every day. 
Probably the most popular stitches are the 
Kensington or long and short stitch and the 
solid over and over stitch, heavily padded 
beneath. For the embroideries known as 
Russian, Turkish, and Arabian, and others of 
this type. the coarse stitch intermingled wh 
silver and gold thread is used to bring the 
pattern into high relief. 

The commoner cotton guipure laces. may be 
effectively embroidered, on this plan, bring- 
ing the pattern out into high relief with a 
cord, over which the main figure of the de- 
sign is embroidered. This can be done either 
geolidly in the case of band trimmings or the 
pattern may be detached from the lace and 
applied as a separate applique. Then there 
are the darned laces, which have been re- 
vived, the darning being done upon a ground 
of filet lace ®with either the mercerized cot- 
ton thread or silk. Darned lace is most 
effective and may be used for entire bodices 
or for their tramming. =

“*  Embroidering To Different: Materials. 


Materials-of different characters, such, for 
instance? as a linen and a fine nainsook, are 
embroidered on to the silk, in which case 
the silk is afterward’ cut out from beneath, 
the spaces covered by the embroidery giv- 
ing a light, transparent effect. 

This idea of embroidering silk and net or 
lace and muslin together is utilized at present 
on the sleeves, a touch of the same material 
being introduced on the bodice in the form of 
a bertha or yoke. The buttonhole stitch 
and the eyelet hole punched out In the mate- 
rial, and buttonhole stitched around the 
edge. is an old-style which will be revived 
for summer clothes. It is simple tn itself, 
pet most effective, the buttonhole stitch be- 

ing done in a thread of contrasting color to 
the gown. A gown of ecru batiste would be 
pretty if trimmed in this way, using a darker 
shade of brown thread or of black for the 
eyelet holes. i. 

Ecru batiste fs much used as a foundation 
for embroidery materials. It is an admirable 
_@pality of goods for a foundation for em- 

broidery as well as for the application of 
laces. Besides. the color is one that tones 
in well, not only with many shades of mate- 
rials, but also with all the combination of 
colors that may be used in embroidering,

Whether this esti- 
mate is true or not those whe have felt a lurch of the 
heart with every one of the verses of “ The Workhouse 
Man” will rejoice over the $1,750,000 which is being 
spent on the new Cook county infirmary in Oak Forest. 

Because of this appropriation and the humane ideas 
of Commissioner Busse one wing. or “ cottage,” of the 
new building is built with separate rooms for married 
couples. In the arrangement of the new institution 
love, fidelity, and other traite which separate the un- 
fortunate coarse from the unfortunate fine will be hon- 
ored as they never have been.

Worst Sorrow Held for Last. 


“According to the usual way,” says Commissioner

‘Sorrows, are suddenly torn apart when they go through 
the worst sorrow of all. That is when they have to 
0 to the county poorhouse. It has been one of the 


greatest cruelties that ever has been practiced, al- 
though it has been unavoidable with the funds and 
architectural plans that have been available for mod- 
ern philanthropy. 

“Ag @ rule, there are few elderly couples in propor- 
tion to the number of cases helped by the county. 
Out we last year only 284 were, cou- 


When we meet it's outside and there's tears in her 


mates, and all are connected by passageways so that 
inmates. Will not be confined in the building in which 
their ward is located. They will eat or go to recrea- 
tion or to a workroom in a separate block, or “ cot- 
tage,” and the passageways will permit the old people 
going under an inclosed way in extreme weather. The 
cottages are in two rows 150 feet spart, on an axis tak- 
ing the general direction of north and south 

The “cottage” for the accommodation of old couples 
ig two stories high, forty-eight by ninety feet in area, 
and will be located next to the wards for women. It 
will contain a day room, or general sitting room, and 
twenty-seven private rooms averaging eleven by eigh- 
teen feet. 

The arrangement of separate blocks also permits the 
segregation of irresponsibles from the others. Closer 
classification of patients will. be carried out, as those 
who are depraved or quarrelsome will be kept in differ- 
ent buildings from those who are mild and partly useful. 

Men who have a good education and who like to 
read will be kept more to themselves, and both the 
physically and mefitally sick or well will be segre- 
gated. There will be plants for mattress making, seat 
caning, and other trades in one block, so that those 
who can work part of the time will be partly inde- 
vendent. ö

wholly a charge on the county. There are many who 
can and who want to work, but the trouble always has 
been that the workshop has had to be off in some dark 
corner.

The next morning the superintendent was surprised 
to see one of the old men coming over from the men's 
recreation ground. It was Adam Walsing and he had 
a pass to let him through to see the matron. With 
it was a note from the doctor of the men’s quarters: 
“Please let your new inmate, Mary Walsing, be noti- 
ned to come down and see her husband every day 
when he calls for her. She is to be allowed to go over 
to the men's grounds to speak to him if she wants to.” 
In the afternoon all the inmates were craning their 
necks to see Mary Walsing standing, half afraid, over 
on the edge of the men’s ward. 

“It will be done in September,” she sald, “before 
the ‘weather gets cold.” But the new building has been 
put off until late in the fall, maybe until Christmas. 
Just when it will be done no man, not even Commis- 
sioner Busse, can tell positively. Just now it looks as 
if circumstances and the slowness of workmen were 
gaining on the race of the Walsings, and that cold 
weather will prevent their daily meetings before the 
inmates can be transferred to the new infirmary.

Treasures from Their Old Life. 


The size of the apartments for the old couples will 
be an important part in the lives of the inmates, as 
they will be allowed in special cases to bring in «a 
treasured possession. 

In her “Autobiographical Notes” in a magasine 
Miss Jane Addams says apropos of a case of this kind: 

“Some frightened women had come to me begging 
me to hurry to the house of old Frau S, whom two 
men from the county agent's office were attempting to 
remove to the county infirmary. The poor old ¢reature 
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had thrown herself bedily upon a small and battered 
chest of drawers and clung there, clutching it so firmly 
that it would have been impossible to remove her 
without also taking the piece of furniture. She did 
not weep nor moan, nor, indeed, make any human sound, 


but between her broken gasps for breath she squealed . 


shrilly like a frightened animal caught in a trap. 

“To take away from an old woman whose life has 
been spent In household cares all the foolish little be- 
longings to which her affections cling and to which 
her fingers have been accustomed is to take away her 
last incentive to activity, almost to life itself. To give 
an old woman only a chair or a bed, to leave her no 
cupboard in which her treasures may be stowed, not 
only that she may take them out when she desires oc- 
cupation but that her mind may dwell on them in mo- 
ments of reverie, is to reduce living almost. to the lim- 
its of human endurance. Frau S., who clung so des- 
perately to her chest of drawers, really was clinging 
to the last remnant of normal living—a symbol of a)! 
that she was asked to renounce.”

warfare at present is the „ in 13 
naval matters agree that if the progress of perfection 
of these deep sea diving demons goes on apace the doom 
of the hitherto Invincible dreadnaughts is at hand. Al! 
the energies of the great marine powers are bent on 
having, as soon as possible, the largest and most thor- 
oughly equipped fleet of submarines. During the recent 
maneuvers at Kiel, Portsmouth, and Toulon, it has been 
successfully demonstrated that the fleet of an enemy 
no matter how formidable, is helpless against these 
pugnacious pygmies of the deep. 

America can claim the honor of being first to sug- 
gest a marine defense of torpedoes and submarines. 
Fulton was the first to propose their adoption. When, 
in the early part of the last century, he brought his 
plans of these to England, his project was warmly 
commended by William Pitt. The head of the naval 
affairs, Lord St. Vincent, waa, however, of a totally 
different opinion. When Fulton was introduced and 
lucidly explained his inventiona and their utility his 
lordship grew furious. a 

Pitt.“ he roared, “is the greatest fool that ever 
existed to encourage 4 mode of warfare which those 
who command the seas do not want, and which, if 
successful, will deprive them of it. Not as long as I 
am in authority will it ever be considered, and I sin- 
cerely believe it never will be, since I see nothing to 
warrant its adoption.” The consequence of this out- 
burst was that Fulton and other submarine inventors 
had their ardor most effectually checked so far as Eng- 
land was concerned.

France Starts the Ball Rolling. 


For more than half a century the idea of the sub- 
marine was almost totally neglected, and though there 
were scattered efforts here and there, nothing with a 
definite purpose Was attempted. However, during the 
last decade the activity in this type of naval construc- 
tion has become almost abnormal. This particularly 
because their efficiency is becoming more and more em- 
phasized. To France belongs the credit of having given 
the incentive to this activity, and it possesses today the 
largest and, without a doubt, the best equipped flotilla 
of these “microbes de la mer,“ as the French sallors 
call them. There are 108 ready for service and thirty- 
two building. 


England, roused by the energy of her neighbor, has 
eighty-three submarines, but quite a portion of these 
may be classed as “has beens,” being of a now dis- 
carded type; forty-six of the latest diving type are un- 
der construction. United States is a poor third in the 
table of these sea microbes, having but twenty, some 
of these rather antique. We; however. are building 
twenty-five of the most approved type. Germany, con- 
servative as usual in experimenting, has waited pa- 
tiently for resulta at other nations’ expense, and sv 
has only four fit for service, but has not less than 
forty-nine in construction, these mostly all of’ the 
French diving type. Russia and Japan are also busy 
building submarines. 

One hundred and fifty lives have deen sacrificed in 
the development of the submarine craft during the past 
ten years. The French have suffered the most, but 
Russia, England, Italy, Japan, and the United States 
have had their share of accidenta, the greatest num- 
ber of which were attended with loss of life and in- 
juries to the crew. Explosions have been the most 
common cause of disaster, though foundering and col- 
lision have not been uncommon. 

oi the two recent @igasters the most serioua one 
cannot be laid to any defect in the submarine since it 
was run Gown by a steamer. However, the one that 
took place off Portsmouth some weeks ago may pos- 
sibly te. attributed to negligence or faulty manipula- 
tion.

All Lost Aboard the Pluviose. 


Of these late fatalities the most deplorable one 957 
far took place when the crack submarine, Pluviose of 
the French fleet was run down off Calais by a Chan- 
nel steamer. The accident happened in full daylight; 
the submarine was rising from a dive and had not 
quite reached the surface when it was struck by the 
French mail steamer, Pas-de-Calais, running under full 
speed, which had left port only twenty minutes before. 

The collision was unavoidable, swift, and tragic. The 
captain: was on the bridge, when suddenly the lookout 
at the cathead signaled Mast of rope buoy straight 
ahead.” The captain at once recognized this “mast” 
to be the periscope of a submarine; he instantly or- 
dered the engines reversed, but too late, for his boat 
crashed into the frail steel shell of the tiny craft, which 
sank at once. Four minutes after the prow of the lit- 
tle veusel reappeared on the surface, where it heaved 
up and down like a wounded “being, but before the 
steamer could it—its forward rudder being 
smashed—it sank the second and last time. 

With it perished the entire crew of twenty-seven 
men, among them four of the best officers of the sub- 
marine service. The Pluviose was conceded to be 
the most perfect type of its class, and this catastrophe 
is the more deplorable since there seems to be no rea- 
sonable excuse for its happening. It is felt in navy 
circles that the commander of the submarine was do- 
cidedly imprudent to maneuver directly in the route of 
the mail steamers without having an accompanying 
launch to signal these. This matter is being exam- 
ined by the authorities. 5

New Invention Comes Too Late. 

The work of raising the vessel was begun without 
losing an hour, as one had the hope to find the crew 
perhaps alive if reached quickly. This proved vain. 
When, after superhuman efforts, the wreck was finally 
brought into port it was seen that the prow of the 
mail steamer had literally ripped open the submarine 
nearly two-thirds of its entire length; 80 straight and 
clean cut was the breach that it looked as if done with 
a huge razor. . 

It was an odd, almost greweeme coincidence when but 
a few days after it was an Junced that a new inven- 
tion, having for ite object the saving of submarine 
crews in accidents of this kind, was to be tested. It

The new invention proposes to prevent the loss of 
the crew under any circumstances except if the boat has 
turned turtle, which as yet has never happened.

Aluminium Helmet Principal Part. 

If an accident happen the men at once take their 
respective boxes of “oxylit,” a composition generat- 
ing oxygen, and then draw the helmet with its at- 
tached blouse over their heads. This is but the work 
of a moment. The blouse is provided with strong, 
tight fitting rubber cuffs and has a stout belt which 
can be drawn as tight as the wearer wishes. 

As soon as a man has donned his helmet and biouse 
he opens a small ventilator, and fills the space betweer 
his body and the blouse with “oxylit,” which supplies 
him enough air for an hour. This swells the blouse 
like a balloon and carries the man to the surface like 
a cork. The bieuse, in the meantime, in its inflated 
condition, serves as a regular life preserver, enabling 
the wearer to keep afloat for a considerable time. 

All submarines have a large empty steel cylinder 
which can easily be filled with compressed air; this 
cylinder is arranged so that in case of accident a man 
can easily enter and escape to the surface by means 
of the hatch provided for such emergency. The ex- 
periments so far have been quite satisfactory, but the 
apparatus will be subjected to severe tests before it is 
definitely adopted.

Construction of Vulcan Massive. 

Its construction is extremely peculiar, suggesting an 
inverted railroad tunnel more than anything else.

Amid- 
ship there are two huge spans/between which there is 
an exceedingly massive steel structure, provided with 
two squat, powerful traveling cranes.

Mea Put to True Test. 


For the first time since the Nashville was 
brought inland from the Atlantic coast the 
Illinois naval reserves are to have an op- 
portunity to discharge regulation war shells 
from its batteries of four inch guns and six 
pounders and three pounders. Until today 
the volunteer tars have bad no real oppor- 
tunity to test themselves and their weapons. 
Although the trim and businesslike Nesh- 


ville has been used by the reserves for 
two seasons efficient target practice on ship- 
board has not been a possibility. 

Expert gun pointers’ indeed have been 
developed among the Chicago ship divis.ons. 
They have had all their practice by means 
of ‘‘ eub targets with which only 22 caliber 
rifles were ‘discharged. Last fall the of- 
ficers and crew attempted some real range 
work at sea, but met with baffling difficulties 
béth on account of weather and insufficient 
target arrangements. 

This season the United States govern- 
ment, which has teken the naval reserve 
boys of the country close te its official heart, 
came to the rescue A regulation navy ar- 
get, the kind used by marksmen on the 
men-of-war in amashing world records with 
thirteen inch devastation tubes, was sltpped 
to Chicago last week.

icago Grows with Lake Trade: 
Shipping Slumps Hit Population. 


By Philip R. Kellar. 


Michigan canal, from Chicago southwest to 
Peru, In., was opened, furnishing a water 
route for the farmers rapidly settling the 
prairies of Illinois, connecting directly with 
Chicago aud the water route to the east. 
During 1850-60 this canal was liberally used. 
It was practicully ‘abandoned about 1885, 
but during the thirty-seven years it had 
been in operation it was estimated thet it 
had saved the people of Illinois in freight 
charges alone the enormous sum of $130, - 
000,000, From 1860 to 1870, when Chicago 
increased her population from 109,206 to 208, - 
077, an increase of 174 per cent, the IIIi- 
nols and Michigan canal was extensively 
used, as well as the water route to the east 
Via the Erie canal. 


— 
. Figures of Forty Years. 


From 1870 authentic figures of Chicago's 
lake commerce are obtainable. In that year, 
forty years ago, the total tonnage amounted 
to 6,083,207 and the population was 208,977. 

In the next decade the tonnage increased to 
9,154,852, a gain of 51 per cent, and the popu- 
lation increased to 503,298, a gain of 68 per 


cent. 


Between 1880 and 1890 the lake tonnage in- 
creased to 10,288,918, a gain of only 12.4 per 
cent, while the population increased to 1,009,- 
850, a gain of 118 per cent. This was the era 
or the great railroad development, of which 
Chicago was the center from which radiated 
lines into all sections of the country, bringing 
their millions of tons of freight to the city, 
some to be consumed here, some to be sent on 
east, west, and south. 

At first the coming of the ralfiroads stimu- 
lated Jake traffic. The effect of the great in- 
flux of freight by land was felt on the lake 
traffic in the following ten years, from 1890 to 
1900, when the total tonnage increased to 
14,186,000, a gain of 88 per cent. During the 
same period the population increased to 
1,698,575, a gain of 54 per cent. 

The day of the modern steel freight steamer 
on the great lakes began about ten years ago. 
Before then the largest vessel did not exceed 
350 feet in length, with a capacity of 4,000 to 
5,000 tons. Ten years ago the Chicago river 
could accommodate almost any. boat on the

A mudy of these figurés throws a luminous 
light upon certain portions of the recent re- 
port on water transportation made to Presi- 
cent Taft by Herbert Knox Smith, commis- 
sioner of corporations. Speaking of Chicago 
and her harbor Commissioner Smith said: 

“There is little organization of harbor 
functions. The wharf equigment is decided - 
ly inadequate. There is considerable ware- 
house space, but less im proportion to the 
traffic than at several other lake ports. 
There is practically no belt line system and 
little codrdination between rail and water.

Railroad Facilities Not Adequate. 


That the railroads, as plentifully supplied 
with them as Chicago is, are unable to handle 
the traffic alone is admitted by them. Fre- 
quently during the year their Chicago termi- 
nals become so glutted with freight that it 
is almost impossible to clear them. At pres- 
ent care of coal brought from the mines in 
forty-eight houre are being held up for from 
ten days to two weeks in the freight yards, 
within a few miles of their destination. Dur- 
ing the winter months, when snow and sleet 
add to the difficulties, the situation is even 
more congested. 

Harbor advocates declare that the time 
has come when the railroads will hurt, not 
help, Chicago's growth unless they can be 
persuaded to codperate with the water 
transportation facilities. They point to New 
York’s growth in the last decade as proof of 
their contention. The eastern city is far jess 
advantageously situated with respect to rail 


facilities, but she bas steadily pursued a 
‘course of harbor development to keep in 


touch with the advance in ship construction; 
by coördinating rail and water transporta- 
tion facilities she has been able to maintain 
‘@ population growth of more than 28 per cent 
in the last ten years, a tremendous growth 
for so large a city. 

It may be that the figures given out by 


‘Uncle Sam's census bureau on the population

N the midst of the hurrying commercialism 
of Chicago's great west side you may 
sometimes catch a glimpse of frowzled 
dancing heads, above the crashing dis- 
cords of its factory lined streets you may 

sometimes hear a ripple of gay young laugh- 
ter, and if you linger long enough in its 
crowded foreign districts, you may ee for 
yourself Chicago’s children of the streets 
at play. } or from the river boundary at the 
east, where tl? city begins, to the western 
limits, where it merges inte the prairies, 


' west side streets are one vast 


playground for the children of the poor. 

If you. would see them-—tbese children of 
the poor at play—cross the river at Division 
street and turn your stepenorth along Elston 
avenue. There, near once famous Goose 
island and Hell's Half Acre, you can find 
them in squads; 1,125 in one block say the 
census enumerators. They exude from the 


blackened old frame houses and tall bleak

Little Italy Most Picturesque. 
Near Halsted and Polk streets lies Little 
Italy, the most picturesque of all Chicago's 
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foreign settlements. There in summer, on 
the sidewalks of the narrow streets, among 
the tall factories and squat black shanties, 
the girls in their mother’s long dresses play 
at “keping house” and.“ going calling.” 
Of boys one sees none except the little chaps 
of 2 or 8, who roll in the dust without even 
the shadow of a shirt to hide their brown 
Skins. You ask for the older boys, and some 
black eyed girl makes answer: He playa 
de ball on de alley. Always he playa de 
ball.” 

For “play ball“ is a rallying cry that 
brings out young Chicago from the Calumet 
at the south to the northern limits at May- 
fair. Thanks to Chicago’s breathing places 
there la always room of some kind for the 
game, though sometimes the diamond is 
nothing but a diminutive empty lot or a 
cinder strewn triangle which a railroad 
switch cuts off.'
